Views on the Covenants, their Medi- 
ators^ and the Sin-Offerings, 



INTRODUCTION. 

He who ^vonld rightly uiKlcrstaiid t!ie Word of God 
must, ill his studies of it, lay aside all prejudice, all pre- 
conceived views, ill so far as possihle ; otherwise the words 
oi Scripture often will be given a coloring, a meaning, 
not meant to be conveyed by the Lortl, and types and 
hidden meanings will be found w^hich were never 
designed by the Lord ; as a result, the whole general view 
uf the plans and purposes of God, and of various parts in 
particular, will be distorted and misunderstood. But he 
who. with mind and heart intent only ui)on knowing what 
the Lord's will is concerning himself and the other mem- 
bers of the human family, approaches the study of the 
Lonrs Word without preconceived notions as to its teach- 
ings, w^ill be rcwvartied richly; for the Father is ever 
]il eased witii those who strive to know Him better and to 
do His will more perfectly. 

\Vith Ihc Protestant Reformation a great era of Bible 
study began, Hrave men, fearless of what the con- 
sequences might he, boldly challenged many of the former 
vio\vs siip])oscd to be taug)n by the Scn[)turcs. Many 
rrrors were discarded as the result of such Bible st tidy- 
ing. Unfortunately, however, around each prominent 
reformer there gathered a group of people w^ho, without 
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dct-*l> ^tiidy on iheir own purtj accqjlcd as truth that which 
such rcfonncr 5Ct forth as iriillL Thus ihcy missed iU\i 
blessing wliich cqjuch k> all who sLiuly the Iiiblc indc- 
]icntlcnlly, nndcr tlic guidance of tiic Lord, and I hey alsvj 
failed to detect such errors as were taught by the re- 
formers. 

In our own i\;iy tlie same Icndency exisls. Liamely, for 
a body of people to i^.niUcr around the tcachini^s of some 
man who is, or professes to he, a docp sUident tif the 
Hiblc. And tlie sainc ctjiuhtions arise— die teacliings tif 
such a man are accepted as Ijcinj; the trutli, an<l ail otlier 
vicw^s arc heltl to be error, withunl a careful and serious 
and unbiaseil study of the Scriptures beiui^ made to ascer- 
tain what tfiey really teach on the doctrines and points 
involved. And ai^^ain, such people fail to get the blcssiuf^ 
which comes only to those who, with mhids an<l hearts 
unbiasetb seek for the true understanding of Gotrs Word, 
independently of wiiat may have been previously taught. 
We think the advice contained in the following extract 
from the tract "IVotestants Awake" to be excellent on 
this [)oint, and urge our reaxlers io fulUnv it in the con- 
sideration of the snljjects cH,scussed in this tract, and in 
the study of all other subjects pertaining to matters of 
faith and of rehgion: 

'AVe exhort all of (lod's true Churclr— the (me 
Church, which includes all consccrate<l believers—to 
awake to the principles of the Reformation, to a recog- 
nition of the rii^ht of imihidna! jitdt^mcnt upon relig- 
ious ciuestious, , , And be sure that y<ni believe and 
confess nothing that }'OU do not iindn^'^nnK! fully antl 
clearly, . . Ref[uire of all who shall attempt to teach 
in the name of the Lonl, the cx^et worths of the Lord 
or the Apostle which they claim supporl tlieir teach- 
ing. Gci the chapter aud ^rr,^t* and iooh Hu* muticr 
np for yourschrs, aitiailiy cxinnuiltii:: ihe text and 
the context. Weigh ami test every Uem of teaching 
which you receive as your faith, REGAUDLliSS OF 
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HOW MUCH YOU ESTEEM THE PERSON 
WliC) PRESENTS IT. Wc know that no fcllow- 
niorlal h infallible, and iliat God's word is THE 
ONLY STANDARD by whicli he wishes us to square 
and tncLsnrc and biiihl up our faiili.*' 
We trust that sueh will be the attitude of all who study 
this tract and who search tlic Scriiilures on these matters 
in offler to niorc perfectly understand the features of the 
Lord's plan hcr.:in set forth. Examine the Scriptures 
carefully, seckinpf to learn what were the thoughts wliich 
the Lord intended to be conveyed. Study over the con- 
text carefully, strive to ,qrasp the thtnight of the writer; 
lake the words of the Scriptures as they stand, and do 
not strive to make tliem fit in with some preconceived 
view, by ehangiuf: the tenses of the verbs or by limiting 
the meaning of tiic words, unless the context warrants 
such action. Hy thus following the general line of argu- 
ment in any particular portion of Scripture, and by noting 
the meaning t^f the words as used in such passages, a 
clearer and truer untlerstanding of the teachings of the 
l>ihie will he reached. May all our readers seek and 
attain such freedom, which should he a part of that 
"liberty of the sons of God** of which the Aix>stle speaks I 

OUR VIEWS DRIEFLY STATED. 

In order that the reader may understand what we 
believe the r»ible to teach re^C^arding the subjects dis- 
cussed in this tract, we will first state briefly our views. 

We understand the Scriptures to teach that the Abra- 
hamic Covenant, commonly called the Oath-bound 
[Vomise, waA an nnccmdftional jiromisc made to Abraham 
by J<di(vvali, in ^vhicfi Coil i>romised Abraham that, be- 
cause of his obedience in olToring up his son Isaac, he 
would greatly bless biuT, and through his seed would 
bless all the families of the earth. God, when He made 
this promise nr covenaiTt, hound Himself by His oath to 
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fulfill it, bill tlitl noi sjKrcifv wlwn thai promise or 
covenant would be fulfilial, or just who the sectl :>huuld 
be. We inulerstaiid that God alone was bound by, and 
WHS under this covenant, an<l thai no tncnihcr of tiie 
liunian race wa:s, nr is, or couid be under iL 

The Law- Covenant was an at^aecnmni made lietween 
God and the Jewi.sli Nation, euntainin*; tnutual pronii.ses 
and muiual conditions to be carried out by both Hod and 
llic Jewish Nation. We undcT-sland that God u.sed the 
Law Guvenanl as a means to point <jul to the jews tfiat 
by Liieir t^wji works I hey coul I nut hope Lo ^Miu life, and 
to point forward to Jesus Christ alone as the one di rough 
wlioin they niighi liojje to obtain Hfe and favor with 
God. We also believe ihaL the Law Covcnanl was in- 
tended to be a type of the New Covenant. 

The New Covenant, wc understand the Scriptures to 
teach, is that arrangement or means by which God pro- 
|X)ses to carry out ihe Unconditional ( )ath-boimd Pronise 
made to Abraham; we understand that tluruig this 
Gospel Age God is selecting the Seed of Abraham men- 
tioned in the Abrahamic Covenantj tins selection being 
made by and under the operation of the New Covenant, 
which was established by Jesus Christ and sealed by His 
blood, called the ''blood of the New Covenant*'; wc 
believe that the blessings wliich ha%*e come to the mem- 
bers of the Church during the Gospel Age are the bless- 
ings of the New Covenant; that the members of the 
Church are under the New Covenant, and that Jesus 
Christ J the Mediator of the Nev/ Covenant, is the 
Mediator of the members of His Church, 

Wc believe, further, thai the Scriptures teach that the 
New Covenant will continue to ojierate in ihc Millennial 
Age, and that under it the blessing of all the families of 
the earth will take [)!acc, as premised in the Abrahamic 
Covenant to Abraham. Wc also believe that Jesus Christ 
alone is the Mediator of the New CovenatU, and that 
the members of His Church arc in no sense a part of the 
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Mediator, trnt that to iheni is given the privilege of 
(jroclainiia^i^ liiiu as the Mediator to all who are willing 
to accc|)t H\m as sucii. 

We shall lake up various points in connection with 
these sui^jccts, ami s!ia1I consider tliem at length, pre- 
senting the Scriptnres on each ])oint as the hasis of onr 
belief respect hig ihenK 

\Vc irnst that all carnost ilible students will carefully 
ivcjg!t each ari^iintent and will seek diligently to find out 
whetficr ihcsc thhigs be so. "i^ruvc all things, hold fast 
that which is ^ot>d ; Try the spirits (doctrines), whether 
they are of tlotl" i Thess, 5:21: 1 John 4:1* 

TllJi CO\^ENANTS. 

Let us first inciinrc. What h a covenant? 

Scripture and the English language both use the word 
covenant in two ways. First, as signifying a promise. 
Second, as signifying an agreement. As an instance 
wlicrc the word is used in the Bible in the sense of a 
promise, we refer to Gen. 9:9-11, wdicre God, without 
any conditions, promised that '^neither shall all fiesh be 
cut off any more by the waters of a flood," etc. This is 
called *'thc everlasting covenant between God and every 
hving creature of all flesh that is upon the earth," (Gen. 
y:i6), although it is entirely miconditional, Jehovah 
alone being bound by or under ft. 

The Law Covenant is a gopti example of the use of 
the word covenant in the sense of an agreement In 
law the word n^eans **an agreement under seal," and of 
(his kuid was the Law Covenant, as an examination of 
Exod, :i4:3-8 will readily show, as will also Exod. 
19:3-8. The Apostle Paul, in Romans 10:5, tells xis of 
this agreement and its terms, briefiy, saying, ** Moses 
describes the righteousness \vhich is of the Law [Cove- 
nant] that the man which doeth those things shall Hve 
bv them." 
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WHAT IS MEANT \\Y JU-ING UNDER A 
COVENANT? 

What does it mean to bo umlcr r cuvcikuU? Tliis is 
a (|iicstioii llic atiswcr uf vvliich wi2 nitist know, if wc 
wish to ascertain, in the consitlcralioii of any covtiiuint, 
whether or not wc be under tbal covenant. 

To be under a covenant means to be bound by Llic 
rcc|uircnicnts oi' conditions of such covcnatit; it means 
that cerLahi ob!i|;alio[is or duties have been assumed by 
the party or parties tu the cDvcn;ud. As an example, sec 
Romans 3: rtj: "Now wc ktiow that what things soever 
the Law [Covenant — Deut. 4: 13 j sitith, it saitli to them 
who are under the Law [Covenant [/' We rccof^^nize Ihat 
I he Jews were under tiic Law Covenant because they 
had agreed to keej) its ret[uireiuenLs, or to do what "it 
sailh," as Kct forth in Dent, 26: 16-19. 

As with the Law Covenant, so with other covenants; 
tiujse who arc utuicr any covenant at*e such as are bcnind 
by tlie terms or conditions of such covenant, obligated 
to carry out certain requircnjcnts. 

THE ABKAHAMIC GOV LN ANT. 

Let us now consider the Abrahamic Covenant or 
Promise; what it was, who were un<lcr it or bound by 
it, etc. 

Some have su|)j)ose<l Ihat the meml>erK of the Cluirch 
of Christ are tinder the Ahrahamic Covenant, and that 
as tins covenant ba<l no mediatoi-, tlicy therefore liave no 
UK^diator; tliat is, that no mediator was necessary to 
stand lietween them and God to make peace between 
them and ilim, to reconcile them to (Sod. We liehevc 
tljis view ttj be very unscriptnral, and will endeavor m to 
show in the follow ini^f paj^cs. 

A certain amoinn of confusitm has also arisen in the 
minds f)f some of the friends liccause of a failure to dis- 
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tiiigiiish between Llie conditional covenants made with 
Abraham, as rccortlcd in Gca. 12^ 1-3, and Gen. 17: 1-13, 
vvliicli covenants were not confirmed with an oath, and 
the Uncoiulitkjnal or Oatli-bound Covenant, or Promise, 
scl fonli in Gen. 22: 16-18, wlierc \vc read: 

"lly myself have I sworn, saith tlic Lord, for 
hccansc thou iiast done tliis thing, and hast not with- 
held tliy son, tldnc only son ; 

That in blessinp^ I will bless ihcc, and in multiplying 
I will multij)ly thy seed as the stars of the heaven, 
and as the sand which is npon the seashore; and thy 
seed sball possess the pfale (if his enemies; 

AuIkI in tby scod shall all the natiotis of die earth be 
hk'Sstd; bccuttsc flwu hast obeyed my voice,'' 
T}m this is the Oalh-bonnd Promise or Covenant is 
sliown by Hcb- 6: 13-^7: 

'*For when (jod made promise to Abraham, because 
he conhl swear by no greater, lie sware by himself, 

Saying, Surely l>!cssing I will bless* thee, and multi- 
plying [ will multiply thee. 

And so. after he liad patiently endured, he obtainec! 
the promise. 

VoT men verily swear by the greater; and an oatl 
for conllrmalioji is to tbem an end of all strife. 

Wlicrein God, wnlHng more abundantly to shew ante 
the heirs of jiromtsc the immutability of his counsel 
ctnifirmcfi it by an oath," 

In Gab 3:1?^ we also read that "God gave it to Abra 
iiam by i>rnmisL\'* 

WHO WF,RR irNDRR THE ABRAHAMTC 
COVENANT? 

Keeping in miml thai lo be under a covenant means t- 
he bound by its conditions or refpuremenls, let us asl^ 
Oo these, or any Scriptures, teach that Abraliam wa 
untlor this covenant ? Wns there anything required 
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expected of him because oi Ibis ccjvciuint? Did he 
pHJiiuse or ii^nx^e tc> do aiiyMiing in or under av Ijerause 
of this c(JVciKuUi* lo tliese (|ucstioiLs we aie couipeMed 
hy Liie iSciiiJturetj to atiswer tb;il AbnilKiin promised 
iiotliing". agreed to du nuthing^ accepted no cunditions, 
honnd liiinself in wo way, in ill is covenaiil. 'Jhe Scrip- 
tures nowliere teucli or imply tlint Abraiiani was inidcr 
111 is covenant, or tliat lie was uncier obligations to d<> 
auytliint^ becanse tjf it, or thai anything was expected or 
required of hiiu because of it. ICven a superficial ex a nu- 
lla lion of tluK coveuant will show that it was an iuwoh- 
dliioua! promise^ there being sio eon tltt inns imposed upon 
Abraham. We (|uute the foUowin^^ froiu **'J"lie Wat eh 
Tower," .'Vjsril i, 1909, P^ig^' i^9s cohimii 1, as agreeing 
with this view: 

'*Tlie one [covenant j with Abrafnnu was Huaut- 
ditionaL God said: *1 will/ eU\; and altiiougb thai 
was the Abrahanric covenant, Ahialiani was in no wny 
obHgated- ... It was not Abraham^ covenant, bul 
Cioti's entirely; and for Ibis reas<Hj it had no lactli- 
u(Qi\ , , . *A mediator is not of one' (Cial, 3:2a}, 
or, nut necessary where there was only unc party 
conlracling, as in the case of the Abrahaintc (love- 
uant/\ 

Thus it is seen that it was ncjt Abraham*i5 covenanl, 
and that Abraham was not a contracting party to the 
Abrahamic tir Oatb-bunnd Covenant or Promise, and 
was therefore itoL bonnti by it or inider iL 

l-'or the same reason that Abraham was no I, and could 
nol Itc, under that covenanl, neillier Isaac, his son^ nor 
jcsiis Christ, nor any member of liic Clunxii, nur any 
member of tbc world, could be under that covenant or 
promise. 

The only one obligated by die Abralianiic Coveuant. 
under il. and btanul by it, wa.^ ( iod hiniself, 1 le i>roinisiug 
Uj bring about cerlain blessings, which J Ic, by ibis 
covenanl, and by Ilis oaih, was bound to fulhlb 
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Ho it also iinicd LliaL Uic Scriptures do not say that 
Uiis covenant was made tcitli Abralianr, but rather- that 
it was made to hinij bciu^^ n promise unly, as" wc read in 
llch. (^: S3, "i'ov w^licn (lod Jtunle promise to Abraham, 
hccaiLsc he eanid swear liy no grratcr, he swarc by him- 
self, s^iyiii^% Surely hlcssin^ I will blcs;; tlicc, and multi- 
[ilyinf^^ 1 will nndtiply thec,"^ 

in view of tile fact alxn-e noted, I hat there were no 
c<Hiditi(>ns aLlaclied U) the Abralianiie Covenant, how 
then can it be claimed Uinl the memljcrs of the Clmrcli 
are nntlcr it? The meinljcrs of the Church ave tnider 
varitnrs cnnditintis (»r nljhi^atinns, a few of which arc 
ex[>resscd in the foUow^ini^^ Scriplurcs: 

"Work out yom^ tnvn salvation witli fear and treni- 
bhn^/' Phil, 2; 12. 

"Know yc nut that lliey which rtin in a race run 
all. l)nt one receiveth the prize? So run, tliat ye may 
oljlain/* I Cor. 9: 24. 

"And whosoever dutli not bear his cross, and come 
after me, cannot be my ^hsciple. So likewise, who- 
soever he be of you iliat forsakcth not all that he 
hath, he cannot be my disciple." I^uke 14:27,33, 

■"If wc sulTcr, we shall also rcif^n witii him; if wc 
deny him, [le also will deny us." 2 Tim. 2: 12. 

'^Aiifl if chiUb'cn, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs witli Christ: if so be that we snfTcr with him, 
thai wc may be also jT^lorified to|:^ethcr/' Rom, 8: 17. 
Sec also Rev. 2: 10; 2 Tot. nio: Matt. 7:21; Gab 
6:8-9.

TliGSC and many oilier SeripUnes cleitily teach Ihal 
tile re are cerlain cout lit inns wliieli URisl he fulfil led by 
the niemljers of the Chmeli, befure tliey can receive tlie 
bless in^^s |)r(>tiiiscd \iy tlie Lord. llnL tliere are no cuii- 
d it ions attached to the Abrahamie CovenanL Hierelure, 
ibe members ul tlie Churcln beini; under eerlitin ctjndi- 
lioiis, cannot be mider I he Abrabamie Lovenanl, wbicli 
lias no eondilioiis. 

To add these eoudilunis to the Ualh-bound l^ronnsc 
and then to calf theni the Abrahamie Oivenanl is not 
only uiiiicriptural bnt a disobedience to Crod and U» His 
Word, In Gal 3: 15 the Apostle says, "i^relbren, 1 
speak after tlie manner of men ; though il be bnt a man's 
covenant, yet if it be eonhrmed, no man disamiuUeth or 
adcleth thereto." We are Lolcl jilainly by the Seriplnres 
that God confirmed the Abrabamie t.'ovenanl, [Gal. 
3; 17), and no one bas a right to add a single word or 
condition to it. Anyone so do 111^ disobeys Ood, 

The condiiions set forth in the foregoing Scri[>lnreH 
as cfTecting the Church, are a part of the New Covenant, 
which we will consider more fully later. 

It is true that Jesus Christ and the Church are called 
the Seed of Abraham, and heirs according to the prondsc 
(Gab 3:29), but this is entirely dilTcrent from being 
under tlie Abrabamie Coveiiaiil, or bound by it. Indeed, 
as just shown, there arc no conditions to that covenant 
ijy which they could be bouncb They are the scc<l men- 
tioned in the promise, which seed God will use in the 
Millennial Age for the purpose of blessing the remainder 
of the world. The Cinireb, liowever, could not even 
exist as the ''Seed'' until the provision for reconciling 
sinners had been accomplislied through the New Cove- 
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iiaiit, for Lljc Cliurch was lo be selected from those 
jiusLiried ones who once were sijiiiLTs but had been 
cleansed and rescued from thai state by the blood of the 
New Covenant. 

In view of the foregoing it will he readily sqcw that 
the Ihon^ht held by some, thai the Church has no nicch- 
ator because it is under the Abrahamic Covenant , which 
had no ntethalor, is not a scriptural one, sccing^ tliat the 
Church is not luidcr the Abnihantic Covenant, 

Lcl it be rdst> noted that the tbon,t:^lil that we have 
no medialtjr because Abraham had none, would lead to 
the followitiL^ jiropositions, which are just as vahd as 
it is: 

If we have no Mediator, hecanse Abraham had none, 
tiien we have no Hi.t^di Priest, because Aljrabaui had 
none ; 
we have no tHider-jMiests, Ijecause Abraham bad 

none; 
we have no 1'abernacle. because Abraham had 

none : 
we have no A<lvueute. because Abrahan^ had 

none; 
we liavc no Intercessor, 'because Abraliain had 

none : 
we have \\u Comf<H"tcr, because Abraham had 

none ; 
we have no Mead, bccatisc Abraham had none; 
we have no sacrifices offered for our sins, be- 
cause Abraham had ufjnc. 
But we have all these thinp:s. The theory, therefore, 
that because Abraham had no mediator wc have none, 
proves too much, aud nmst he rejected as not proven by 
die Scriptures, and as hein^^ contrary to them. All of 
I be above enumerated blessiti^s are part of the New 
Ccjvenant, and if wc have and enjoy them, we also have 
Jesus Christ as our mediator (Ileb. 9: 15; 12: 24), as wc 
shall prove later.

tion, wfiich is only imputed ftir sacrilice purposes in 
the (jospel Af^c, thus fnlliHing the other part of the 
oath-bountl promise that throiti^h the Seed all the 
families of the earth should be lilcssed. Zcch. 13: i; 
i-lcb. 8:10-12; Rom, 8:19*21; Isa. 25:6-9; Jcr. 
12: 14-17." 

The New Covenant is stated in Jcr. 31:27-34, as 
follows: 

"ikliold, the days come, saith the Lord, that I will 
sow the house of Israel and the house of J ud ah with 
the seed of man. and with the seed of beast. 

And it shall come lo pass» that like as 1 have watched 
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over Lliuni, lo pluck up, aiul lo break clown, and lo 
tluovv down, and lu dcslruy, aiul to afliict ; so will I 
watch over them, to buikl, ami to plant, saitli the Lord, 
In those days thi7 sliidl say no more, Uic fathers 
have eaten a sonr yjra|)c, and the children's teeth arc 
set on edge, ■ 

Uut every one shall die for his own iniquity : every 
man lliaL ealelh tlic sonr ^^^lapcj his Iceih shall be set 
on Cily;t:. 

He hold, the days ctnne, saith the Lortl, that I will 
make a new covenant with the house of israel, and 
with llie htnise of Jndah : 

Nut aceordini^ tu ihc eoveuanl ihui 1 made with thqir 
faihcrs. in ihe day that 1 took tlvcni by the hand, to 
bring them out of the land of l^gyi)t; which my 
covenant they brake, althon^h I was an hnsband unto 
them, saidi Llie J.ortJ ;

This covenant is also stated in Heb. 8:8-t2: 

'M'^or. finding fault with them, he saith, Hehokk the 
days come, saith the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the bouse of Israel and with the house 
of Judah: 

Not according to the covenant that 1 made with their 
fathers in the day when I took them by the hand to 
lead them out of the land of Egypt ; because they con- 
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Liniied not in my covenant, and 1 regarded tliciii not, 
saiUi the Lord. 

For tliiis is the covenanl that 1 will make with llic 
house of Israel after those days, sailh tlie Lord ; I wiU 
|)iit my Laws into their mind, and write thcni in tlieir 
hearts ; and 1 will he to thcni a God, and they shall be 
to nic a pco[>]e : 

And they shall not tcaeh every man his neigldjor, 
and every man his brother, saying, Know the Lord : 
for all Khali know nie, froni the least tu the j^^reatesl. 

For 1 will be niercihil to their tmri^dUeonsness, and 
their iniqnities will 1 rcmeniber no more/' 
And in Ueb. lo: i2-i8, thus: 

"Bnt this man, after be had ofTercd one sacrifice for 
sins forever, sat down on the right hand of God ; 

From henceforth expecting till his enemies be macle 
his foots tool, 

F^or by one offering he hath perfected forever them 
that arc saEictified. 

Whereof the Holy S[)irit also is a witness to ns: 
for after that he had said before. 

This is the covenant that 1 will make with them 
after tliose clays, Kaith the Lortl, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds will 1 write them: 

And their sins and iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

Now where remission of these is, there is no more 
offering for sin/' 

AFTER THOSE DAYS, 

One diffictdty which some find -in these texts .is in 
connection with the words "after those days," which are 
nnclerstood to mean "after tlic CiosiJcI A^c/' 

It is reasoned that if the "New Covenant*' is to be 
made after those days, that is, after the Gospel Age, after 
the Church of the Firstborn is selected and glorified, 
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riicn of course the viciw llial ihe nienibcrs of the Church 
arc beneficiaries uf the Kcw Covcuaiit could not be true, 
and I he New Covenant, as sonic tcacli, would be coii- 
bufd Uj tlitj Millennial Age. 

Some hold and leach that Lliis reference is meant lo 
apjjly uu\y h) Israel according lo the flesh, and that 
Spiritual Jsrael in excluded. 

I Jul these difficulties, as wc will find, are not because of 
anylhiufT in tbc text itself, Init because of theories which 
liave been entertained ^ind because of a failure to follow 
EJie example of the noble l>ereans of old, who searched. 

As win bo readily seen, the key to a eorrccl under- 
Ktanili!)*!^ of this text is found in the word "uiake." 

Sln^ni^'s 1 exhaustive Concordance of I he Fit blc, under 
Ihc beadi!!^, **Greek Dictionary of the New Testament/' 
explains thai the word make in I his particular text 
means: — ^'complete entirely/* **cud/* 'Tmish/* lie also 
cx])Iains that the wonl in the Greek is a composition of 
two words, one of winch be defines thus: ''to end, to 
complete, lo conclude, to accompHsb, to make an cnd^ to 
finish/' 

I'^rcrm this auUiority we conclude that the thought in 
tliis word *'niake*" is thai Jehovah will casnplele, finish 
or hrin^ to a conclusion tlie |Ncw| Covenant w^ilh the 
liouse of Israel; that as rcfT^ards the Israel according to 
the llesh this covenant will be completed or made after 
the (losjiel Afje, 1lic cfuotation in Hebrews 8:io is 
from Jer. 31 : 27-34, which was uttered to the Israelites 
according: to the (lesh, and which must have a fulfill- 
ment to I hem. Thil this is not the full extent of the 
[>rophecy. It does not encb it does tiot reach fulfiUmcnt. 
iu the Israel according lo ihe flesh. 

The prophecy also inchulcs spiritual Israeh as wc are 
informed by inspired anihority, and it will not do to 
ctjticlude that TTch. 8: 10 refers only to the Israel accord- 
ing lo the fiesh and l)rush it asi<lc as not applying to the 
luemhers of the Cfuirch.

In the ahove tptotation. verse tfj, we have the identical 
statement of thi^ matter: 'Ihis is fhv covenant thai ! imil 
make lifiih them afier those days/* The Apostle says 
the Holy Spirit is a witness of this fact unto lis, tfie 
ntenibers of the Church. 

It being thtis plahily stated that *This covenant/' the 
Ncw^ Covenant, which he would make "after those days," 
xvas made^ and that, as a result, vvc have now received 
"remission of sins/" and have ^'therefore, brethren, !>old- 
ncss to enter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus,'* the 
"blootl of the New Covenant/' the *' blood of the covenant 
whereby we are sanctified/' what shall we say? 

Is there any room to doubt that this covenant which 
was to be made after those days has actually been made 
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with us, ihc members of the Church ? Siireiy there can 
he no doubt. We accept the Holy Spirit and the Apostle 
Paul as witiicsscK and the hi^ij^hest authority, and they 
liave said that this covenant, niadu after those days, has 
been made with tiic iiicmbcrs of the Church. 

hi iiarniony with tins view wc quote from Zion's 
Watch Tower of August 15, 1901, page 260: 

'Xontinuiii^^ the same arGcnmcnt into the next chapter 
(ileh. muCy), the apostle shows that THE WORK OF 
tJUk f.OKlJ lliSUS IN OFFHRING UP HIMSELF. 
AS Till-: RANSOAl I*R1CE FOR MANKIND, WAS 
SICAIJNG Tl-IF NEW COVENANT. THE ANTI- 
TYIMc:AL COVENANT, whieli God had promised 
thron^h Moses, and through all the prophets, saying, 
'This is the covenant tliat 1 will make with them AFTER 
TMOSJ': r^AYS, saith the Lord.' " 

INSTiTUTlON Ol" THE NEW COVENANT. 

I.ct UK now ask, VV^hen did the New Covenant go into 
efTcct, who established it, and who are under it? 

hi the Watch Tower for January ist, 1907, page 8, 
bottom of second column, wc read: 

"The Law CovenauL w^as added, and dcveIoi>ed' dur- 
ing the Jewish Age. ihc Jewish nation as a typical 
pcoijle of (iod imder the Law Covenant, with Moses as 
its mediator, which was Lyjsical of tlic New Covenant* 
with Christ as its Mediator/* Page 10, cohimn 2, of 
same Towner: "Moses was the Mediator of the Law 
Covenant* which typihc<l the New Covenant." 

Watch Tower, Jamiary 1st, i<>3f;* page 12, cokimn i : 
'*This Ncw^ Covenant is contrasted with the Law 
(Covenant, and Christ, the Mediator of the New^ Cove- 
nant, is coutraslcd with Moses, the ^tcdiator of the 
Law Cnvenaiil. sluiwing that the New Covenant Is 
better than the Law Covenani. because it lias the belter 
Mediator. ( llcb. 8:6}/^ 
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We thus sec that iho Law Cuvcnaiil is aclaiowlcclgcd to 
be a type of the New Covcnaiii, 

Let us now read from Millennial Dawn, Vol II., 
page 174: 

'*VVhen otir Lord said that nut one jot or little of 
the Law should pass away until fnlJilled» he referred I 
not only to the falljlliiig: of its covenant obligations for 
all under that Law Covenant, finishing its hold u])on 
them, by niecthig its demands against them in full with 
his own life^ hut he meant more thar this: lie lueantt 
further^ that all the hlcssing.s expressed in it typically 
wouUl also he sure of fulfdlnicnt upon an anti-tyt>icai 
scale. In all the Jewish ceremonies Clod caused no 
type to he made which will prove meaningless, or pass 
imfulfdlcd; AND THE OBSliRVANfCE OK ALL 
TYPES WAS KEPT Ul' UNTIL THEIR FUL- 
FILLMENT AT LEAST niiOAN, ALL TYPt-S 
MUST UE CONTLMUALLY REPEATIlD UNTIL 
THEIR ANTI-TYPES APPivAR: FOR THE 
KEEPING OF A TYPE IS NOT THE FULFILL- 
ING OF n\ THE FULFILLING IS RIi ACHED 
WHERE THE TYlMi CEASF.S. BEING DLS- 
PLACED BY THE REAiJTY, THE ANTI- 
TYPE/' ' 

a the above quotaliotis be true, it is evident that the 
New Covenant, being the anti-type o^ the Law Covenant, 
must have hcgnn to be fu hilled , must have begun to 
operate, at the time that the Law Covenant ceased- When 
was that? Wc reply Uiat it is written that Jesus Christ 
blotted out the **handwrithig of cjrdinances that was 
ap^ainst Its, whieh was contrary to ns. and took it out of 
liic way, nailing it to his cross.*' Col. 2: 14. A^ain we 
read, Romans 10:4, ''hor Christ is ihc end of the L-aw 
for riii:hteousness to every one that hclieveth/' See also 
Luke 16:16: "The law [Covenant] and the prophets 
were until John : since that time the Kinq^dom of God 
is preached, and every man presscth into it." John i : 17: 
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*Thc Law was given by Moses, but grace and truth 
came by Jesus Christ/' Romans 6:14: "Ye are not 
under the Law, but under ^race," And Heb. 10^9: 
*Tlicn said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. He 
taketh away the first [the Law Covenant] that he may 
establish the second [the New Covenant]/' In other 
words, He taketh away the type that he may establish 
the anti-type. And, in Dan. 9:27^ we read: "And he 
[Jesus Christ] sliall confirm [establish, make firm] the 
covenant [the New Covenant] with many for one week, 
[the three and one-half years of his ministry and the 
following three and one-imlf years, during which period 
the New Covenant was becoming firmly established in 
the hearts and minds of the early church] : and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the sacrifice [of the 
Law Covenant] and the oblation to cease, and for the 
overspreading^ of abominations he shall make it desolate/' 
etc. Also, we read in 2 Cor, 3:11,13, that the Law 
Covenant was ''done away/' * ^abolished/' Finally, we 
read in Millennial Dawn, Vol, 5. pages 439-440 [426, later 
edition] : *There [at the baptism of Jesus] was fulfilled, 
as the Apostle points out, the prophecy of old, 'Lo I 
come (in the volume of the lx)ok it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God/ He had come to do the will of 
God, to offer t!te sacrifice for sins, and' hence he had 
not previously oiTercd it. In that act of his consecration 
he presented himself a living sacrifice to God's service, 
even unto death. MARK THAT AT THIS PAR- 
TICULAR POINT THE APOSTLE SAYS HE SET 
ASIDE THE TYPICAL LAW COVENANT SACRI^ 
FICES THAT HE MIGHT ESTABLLSH THE 
SECOND. THE ANTI^TYPICAL, THE REAL 
SACRIFICE FOR SINS, HIS OWN SACRIFICE, 
HIS OWN DEATH, AS THE SEALING OF THE 
NEW COVENANT BETWEEN GOD AND MEN. 
BY HIMSELF, THE MEDIATOR OF THE NEW 
COVENANT, AND OUR TEXT TELLS US THE

Evidently, therufure, Lhe Law C<jvenant ecased al the 
first advent of jcsus Christ, and evidently, tlierufcjrc, at 
that time the New Covenant hc^an to oiJcratc, in accord- 
ance with the abt)vc f|nutations from the Scriptin-e, tlie 
Waleh Tower, and Millennial Dawn, voUmic SL 

We also learn froni other scriptttrts i\*hen the New 
Covenant was established and hceanie operative, as It is 
wrilten in lleh, 8:6; 'Tint now |tlie first liavin^ been 
taken away] hath he obtained a more excellent ministry, 
bv how much also he is the mediator of a better covenant* 
which VVASJiSTAIUJSHltin upon better proniises/* 
The Diaglott" renders this verse thus: **1iiit now he has 
obtained a superior service, even by so much as he is 
the Mediator of a Better Covenant, which HAS SJEEN 
INSTlTUlliD cjn better promises;^ 

Notice that the Apostle tells tis that the better cove- 
nant, of whicli Jesus is the Mediator, WAS esfahiisficd. 
not "Ms Koiiif*' tt> be" established in the Nfilleimial Aj^e, 
as some teaclu 

To establish means to settle or fix firndy, to coniirm, 
to make sure, to ordain jjermanetitly anci with authority. 

To inslilute means to set up. to establish, \o ordain, 
to put in force. 

The word in the Creek here is lunnulliete", wliieh is 
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'dcfincc! in Prof. KobcrL Young's Analytical Concordance, 
^'Tu aj^point a L.aw/' and in Robinson's Greek Lexicon, 
''To settle as Law." Greenes Grcck-EngUsh Lexicon 
says of I he word, ''To be enacted, to conHtitute, as law*" 
Tlic Dia^lott rendering is also very significant, 

'Hius wc Hcc lliat the New Covenant has been con- 
firmcdt raliftfd, oniaincd peymattcnily and 7uiih auihority, 
put 1)1 force, put in of^aation^ cstahlishal ti^ a latv, by 
Jesus Clirist our Medialor^ tin ring bis JirsL advent- 

In Jleb. \2:22-^^ we have additional evidence, as It 
is here recorded LhaL we "are ecnne unto Mount Sion . . . 
and lo Jesus ihc Mediator of the New Covenant, and to 
the blood of sprinkling, that s[jeaketh better things than 
lh,il of Abel. See that ye refuse not luni that speakcth : 
ftjr if tbcy escaped not w^lio refused him Uiat spake on 
earth, nuich more shall not we escape, if we turn away 
from him that spcaketh from heaven/' 

instead of taking the Apostle at his word, believing 
what he says, that "ye are comer we are asked lo believe 
that it means "ye are couiiui:^' : that is, wc have not yet 
arrived, or rcache<l the destination, and the Mediator 
"Yc hare apfroaehed,*' (the rendering of the Diaglott), 
means, according to that view, yon arc approaclrini^. If 
anyone dt)es not wish to accept what the AiJostIc fias 
written, such an one would better let his words aionc, 
rnsteatt of w^resting them by giving diem false iiiterprcta- 
titins. 

The '*blood of spritiklin}^" is an allusion to the sprink- 
Mng of the bhiod of the covenant sacrifices upon the 
peo])le when Ihal coveitanl was made ni)on Mt. Sinai. 
.As we read: "And Moses UHtk the hlood and sprinkled 
it on the jieople and said. Ilehnld the blood of the covenant 
which the Lurd batli made with you concert ving all these 
words." hZxod. 24 : 8. 

I^bc Apostle gives us to understand thai the anti- 
typical sprinkling of the anti-typical covenant had begun 
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iii his day Lo all who came to Jesus the Mediator of the 
New Covenant. And he tehs us to be sure to not turn 
away from OUR Mediator, Jesus. As many of the Jews 
turned away from Oicir mediator, Mose.^, and did not 
esca[>e, but were destroyed in the wilderncsSp so wc are 
warned that if we turn away froiH OUR Mediator, Jesus, 
wc will not escape the wrath of God, *'ile that despised 
Moses' Law | Covenant] died without mercy under two 
or tlirec witnesses : Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, siiall he he thought worthy^ who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God^ and hatli counted the blood 
of the [New] Covenant, wherewith iie was sanctified, an 
uidioly thing, and hath done <lcspite unto the Spirit of 
grace/' licb. 10:28,29, 

In the Watch I'ower of July i, 1898, i^agc 198-199, we 
read as follows : 

"The Apostle assures us that this New Covenant 
could only go into force, could only become operative 
toward us, by virtue of the atoning sacrifice wliich the 
Father designed, and wliicli tiie I-ord Jesus joyfully 
and obedienLly fulfilled, ifc assures its, and so also 
docs our Lord Jesus, that the death oj Christ scaled or 
ratified or made binding and complete this New Cove- 
nant /hciwccn God and man, of which Jesus is the 
Mediator. Thus our Lord himself, when speaking of 
his dcatli, syml)ohzed by the cup, said, 'This is the 
blood of the New Covenant shed for many for (in 
order to) the remission of sins.' Sins coidd not be 
remitted except as justice woidtl first be met, and the 
one who met the claims of justice on behalf of the 
sjutKr would he the one who would have the ri^ht to 
remit the sinner's guilt, and tlius to be the Mediator 
between Jnstice and the sinner. 

The A[)OStle Paul gives us the same view of llic 
matter, saying that *thc blootl (death, sacrifice) 
cleanseth us' and for this cause he is the Mediator of 
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the New Covenant: that by means of death for the 
red cm lotion of the transgressions that were under the 
iirst covenant, they which are called might receive the 
promise of eternal inlicritance, {lieb. 9: 14, 15.) Wc 
see, then, that since Calvary, since the sealing of the 
New Covenant witii ihc blood of the Mediator, since 
that New Covenant ivas thus ratified or made effective, 
the triumph of love and mercy over justice, and the 
sentence of death originally inllicted, lias been a fact. 
And since the olTcnce and the sentence were of one 
man, and rested upon tlic many through him, even 
upon all his posterity, so likewise the New Covenant 
is by the one man, Christ Jesus, and is applicable to 
not only the first offence committed in Eden, but ap- 
plicable to all the 'niany^ offences' since committed 
because of weakness and depravity, introduced by the 
one transgression,— Rom, 5:12, 15-21, 

But while the New Covenant is thus for Adam and 
all his posterity, nevertheless there are conditions 
attaches! to this Covenant, which limit its action, 

(i) Faith in it— and acceptance of its provisions or 
demands: and this implies a knowledge of the covenant 
conditions, for no man can cither accept or reject that 
of which he has no knowledge, as the Apostle says, 
*I low shall they believe on him of whom thev have not 
heard?' 

(2) Obedience, as the result of faith, is required to 
the extent of ability — obedience to the law of the New 
Covenant, 

These two steps, (i) Faith, and (2) Obedience, 
were illustrated in typical Israel, and in the institution 
of their ty[>ieal covenants, at the hands of thetr typical 
mediator, iuu\ with the blood of their typical sacri6ce 
for sins. The Lord made known to Israel his covenant, 
and they assented thereto, and said, 'AH of these things 
will we do/ accepting Moses also as their mediator. 
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This w<is ibc first titqi, currcspondinj^ with us to the 
step of faith and justificaUon tluou^h faith. Then 
Moses Look the hlood of llic sacrilkc of aUnienicut, — 
the hlooci f)f their covenant, and sprinkled it upon tlie 
hook ; i.e., vipun tlie tables nf ihe law, as re[>resenLiii^ 
tJod and lii.s Wf>r<l, the law or basis nf his coveiianl 
witli them, winch they were to observe and obey. 
Moreover* he s]jrinklccl also all llie iJeojite with that 
bUHHl, sayill^^ 'Tlds is the cuvenaiit uliieh ( ind haiii 
unjfniR'd npon yuii/ This was m>i a vnearhu^dess per- 
forniancc. The Tuonient the drn]) ui hluud [inicbetl the 
Jsraelite, il meant that the tovcnatit wos in opcnitiau. 
in full force atni [toTiYi^ on hhn and lowitid him\ that 
God was bound to him by the covenant, and he was 
bonnd to <lod by the covenant. So likewise in the 
anti-ty[)e, after we iiave heard, knnwn, and have exer- 
cised fuitli, then the i.ord retpiires that if we are in 
hannony with him, aiul desire lu enler into this new

As additional cvidt'iicu Uial Uiu Nuw Covenant was 
L'sLalilislicd by onr Lord Jesus CUrist at his first atlvcnl, 
Id us iujUcu the following words of the Apostle Pauli 
"AVho also llATli iMAI>l£ us able niinislers of the New 
Lcstatiient [covcnaiilj/' 2 Cor. 3:6, 

Thai diis ministry was a work that the Apostle was 
per forn ling at tlial time is shown by nmny verses of 
Scrifjlure, ncUahly tlie followijig : 

"Who tlien is J'aul, and who is Apollos, but ministers 
by whom |hy whose work of mini.^try ] yc believed, even 
as the Lord gave to every man?" i Cor.

Now the (josjicl of ihc grace of ( iod, Lhe jHucluinatuni 
of which const iUt led the ministry of Uie A post I e, was 
the good news I hat thront^di lire hlood of Jesus Ciirisl 
was forgiveness of sins, to all that hcheve, Aud tin.; 
brings to mind JVfatt. 2G128, where our Lord says, ''For 
this is viv blood of the |ne\v| testament [covctiant| 
which is shed for many FOR TtlL RIiMISSlON Ol' 
SINS/' Thus it will be seen that tiic ministry of the 
Apostle was the ministry of the New Covenant, the 
"ministry of iccoaciliation/' and that the New Covenant 
was iu operation in Ivis day. 

JESUS CHRiST THE MEDIATOR OF THE 
CilURCU. 

The foregoing is sufficient to prove that the New 
Covenant was est ai)li shed by our Lord Jesus Christ at 
bis first advent, Wc will bring out this point more 
strongly later on in onr consideration of these subjects. 
Let us now, however^ taicc up ami consi<icr what to us 
seems to be the most vital, the most ini[>urtant, fc<itnre in 
connection with the New Covenant; wc refer to its 
Mediator, and the supposition that the members of tbe 
Church have no mediator, and ncelcd none to bring 
them into harmony with God. 

In tliis connection please note the following extract 
from the Souvenir Rc|x>rt of the Watch Tower liiblc 
and Tract Society Con vent iou, 1907, Part IL, Niagara 
Falls, Page 69, Cob 2; 

Question put to the editor of Zion's Watch Tower: 

"Do we as individuals need Christ as our Mediator 

before we become nicmberij of His I^ody?" 

Answer by editor; "I answer that if we had needed 

Christ as a Mediator, then God would have provided 
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Him as a mediator, and the fact that God did not 
provide Him as our mediator proves that we do not 
need Him as such. . . . Wc arc under the original 
covenant, which re(|uircd no mediator. The Church 
docs not need a mediator. Wliat docs it need? Can 
they come direct to the Father? No. Well, what do 
they need? Tlicy need just what the Scriptures tell 
us wc have — an advocate with the Father." 
Let us now ascertain the meanijig of the word 
"Mediator." 

ME [VIATOR. "Anyone that stands or goes between ■ 
especially one who interposes between jiarties at vari- 
ance in order to reconcile them." — Standard Dictionary* 
Thayer^ in his Greek- En j;li sir Lexicon of the New 
Testament, defines the Greek word *'niesitas" which is 
translated "Mediator," as follows: "One who intervenes 
between two, either in order to make or restore peace 
and friendsfiip, or to form a compact, or for ratifying a 
covenant. Christ is called Mediator between God and 
men, since he interposed by his death and restored the 
harmony between God and man, which hnman sin had 
broken/' 

Albert Ikrncs, author of Barnes' Notes, defines the 
word as follows: "The word 'Mediator' means properly 
one who intervenes between two parties, either as an 
iaterpreler or internunciuSj or as an intercessor or recon- 
ciler." 

Editor of Zion's Watch Tower: In issue of Jan, i, 
ifK57, page 8: "A mediator is one who interposes between 
two persons who are at variance, with a view to recon- 
ciliuf^ them." 

Accepting t!iese defniitions as correct, let us note what 
the Scriptures teach as to the relationship between God 
and the members of the body of Christ, the auirch, 
before they become such, and let us specially notice 
whether such persons are said to be at variance to God 
at that lime or not, and whether or not they were in 
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ncctl of' iccoiicilialiuii uv iiietlialiuiu If I hey were at 
variance to (i(xl, aiul if lliey iiOLH!i'il reoaicilialitni lo llinu 
llicn, accurdin^ Ln tlic aln^vc lU'ruiilinns. anyuiio who 
hrtJU^HU ahuul such recuncihalitjii nnist he a lucUialnr, 
their niahaU*r, a niethalor hclwcen tiu<! uiul men.

with Christ/' 

We wisli U) cnrphAsi;!C very strotifrly tlic above quota- 
lion from l^phesiatis, on account of the following state- 
ment a[>pcaiing in the hcbrnary 15, 1909, issue of tlic 
W^ateh Tower, page 63: 

"Ihii docs not tlie Apostle say that some who had 
become saints liad been h;ii's and abominable persons, 
^alienated and enemies in their nrind by wicked works/ 
antl could the world be worse than this description? 
(Col. t:2iO We answer, so far as works arc con- 
ccrncd» and the divine slandanls, Yes, 'that every 
montli may be stopped, ami all the world may become 
p^nilty before God/ both Jews and Gentiles. (Rom, 
3: 19.) But such as at lieart were not opposed to the 
light and Truth had a dilTercnt standing in the. Divine 
estimaibn. Through ignorance and weaknesses they 
were like the whole %vorkh yet in other respects they 
were very different and differently estimated by the 
Lord, These, because of the ri^t^ht-heartedness, were 
blessed in being drawn to Christ by the Father, that 
I hey might be justified by faith in the precious 
blood. ..." 

In reply to this we offer the following quotation from 

Zioii's Watch Tower, ApriJ i, 1S98, page 104. cob 2: 

"To plead that we arc not wholly bad, corrupt, or 

even that we are not so bad as some others, is to admit 

oitr imperfectioti, aiul hence to prove the hofidcssness 
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of QUI- case except as divine grace iiiicvvencs to 
hcfp us/' 

VVc also fail lt> uiitlcrsUiiul Iiow persons who were 
"eiicniic^ in I heir iiiiuds by wicket I works" could be rif;lil 
at heart. Tlic word of Cod clearly teaches thai a wicked 
work is an ex press i{>ii of a wicked liearL Take the 
followiiij^ Scrip [in us as proof; 

MaLL 7: ](>-2Q, "Ye shall know tliein by their fruits. 
Do n)cn galhcr grapes of thorns, or ii^s of thistles? 
Even so every good tree bringeth forUi good fruit; 
but a corrupt true bringetli forth evil fruit. A good 
tree carniol bring forlh evil fruit, neitlicr cati a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit, livcry tree tliat bringelh 
not forth good fruit is lievvn down, and cast into the 
fire. Wherefore by tiicir fruits ye shall know ihcni." 
Matt. 12:33, "liitlicr make the tree good, and his 
fruit good; or else make^thz tree corrupt, and his fruit 
corrupt; for the tree is known by his fruit.*' 

MatL 12:35, "^ ^^^^^ '"^^^ ^tit of the good treasure 
of the heart briiigeth forth good things; and an evil 
man, out of the evil treasure, bringelh forth evil 
things," 

These verses show the inseparable connection between 
men's hearts and tiieir works. If the work be wicked 
it is because the heart is wicked. 

Our Lord and the wise man compare the heart to a 
reservoir, and just as it is the reservoir that determines 
the fjuality of witcr that runs through the pipes, so it is 
the heart that determines llic quality of a man's works. 
If the reservoir be corrupt and impure the stream must 
inevitably be so, and as men's hearts are, so arc tlieir 
works. Our Lord says (Matt. 15:19), "i^or oat of the 
heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
tious, thefts, false- witness, blasphemies," and Solomon 
says: "Keep thy heart with all diligence, for out of it arc 
the issues of hfe." 

So we see that whatever in the doings of men is 
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p:ood or bad issues from their hearts. Their works are 
but streams — sweet ol" bitter, clear or foul, according to 
tile tiiichirt.' tliey reeeive at those i a ward sources of good 
in- cvii incliiialions, of true or false jiidgnieiits, of jnirc 
(iv corrupt iulcutioiih. The one is the hidex of the other 
I'he slreani ct^rresjiouds to die hidden spring and telis 
us what are its qualities. The heart hcs at tlie bottom 
of all onr actions and is the primary >onrec of everything 
Uiat is worUiy uf praise or blame in us. It is the source 
(jf everything that is gooti or bad in us. All our good- 
ness and all our badness proceeds from the heart. So 
whc!i the A[K>stlc says that they were enemies in their 
minds by wicked works he meant that their hearts were 
wicked. 

We camiot but ask, whether people *'dead in sins/' 
^'children of wrath/' etc., were riglu-licartcd? 

lUit whether right-hcartcd or not^ they needed recon- 
cilialion, and gut it, as will be shown a little further on, 
anti reconciliation is effected by mediation, and if they 
were reconciled they must have liad a mediator. 

Let us now resume Scrij^ture references, noting espe- 
cially what the verses imply as to the coadllion of tiic 
hearts of the persons referred to: 

Eph. 2: jr-i6, *' Wherefore, remember that ye being 
in limes past Gentiles in the flesh . . . that at that 
time yc were without Christ, being aliens from the 
coiunionwealth of Israel, and strangers from the cove- 
nants of promise, havin^i^ no hope, and without God in 
the world: JUit now in Christ Jesus yc who sometimes 
were far off arc made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
For lie is our peace, who hath made both one, and hafii 
Ijrokcn down the iniddlc wall of partition between us; 
having abolis!icd in his Ilcsli the enmity, even the law 
of connnandmcnts contained in ordinances; for to make 
in himself of twain one new man, so making peace; 
And that he might reconcile both unto God in one body 
by the cross, liaving slain tlie enmity thereby/' 
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Eph. 2: 19, "Now tlicrcforc yc arc no more strangers 
mul forcip^ncrs. but follow-citi^^cns with the saints, and 
(if llic hdusehold i>i God."

We are constrained lu ask ap^ain if persons who tlid 

such evil things could be called "riglit-hcarted/' or could 

be said to be in no need of reconcilation to God, in no 

need of a mediator tn stand between them and God and 

make peace for them? 

The above verses of Scri[)ture were addressed to, and 
were applied to, persons who at that time were members of 
Ihc Chnrch. of tiic Seed of Abraham, members of the 
fjody of Christ, and heirs according to the promise, and 
diese verses describe their condition previous to their 
acceptance of C'hrist, before they were reconciled to God 
hy llim.

Yet in spile of tliese scriptures, we arc asked to behcve 
tijat lliese peoi>ie needed no mediator to hriuf^ tiiem back 
into harmony with Ccjd, luit tliut they were friends of 
God, aithoui^h "enemies throu^rfi i^'ichcd ^vorks:*' 

If these sinners, enemies, wicked i>eopie, unrighteous, 
etc., could hccome saints, menihers of the Church, joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ, without a mediator, why cannot 
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the world, in the Millennial Age, attain to human per-, 
feclion and ohcdicnce to God without a mediator, seeing 
that tliesc persons dcscrihecl alx^ve were in exactly the 
satiic condition a^^ the world is now in, according to the 
scriptures? Indeed, it would seem that it would be easier 
fnr tlie world to do so in the Millennial Age, in view of 
tiie fact that Satan is to be bound, and conditions then 
will be in every way more favorable than now- If any 
meiDlxT of this sinful, degraded race can be accepted by 
(lod without a Mediator^ w^iiy is a mediator needed at 
all : why catmot all be acceptc<l in tlie same way? 

Having seen in the scriptures above rjuoted that the 
members of the Church, before accepting Christ, were at 
variance to Cjod, let us now- note that they have become 
reconciled to Crod, and diat the reconciliation was effected 
through Jesus Christ, Thus we will sec that Jesus Christ 
interposed between God and those who are now members 
of the Church* "with a view to reconciling them," and that 
he DID reconcile tliem, and that, therefore, according to 
tlie definitions given above, and the definitions of others, 
CHRIST WAS TI-TIIIR MEDIATOR.

No man ever did or ever will fnid acceptance with (iod 
who rejects the methation of Jesus Christ. No man ever 
came to tlic heather excc]?! hy the Mediator, jesLi?i. No 
n mediator means no atonement . heeanse it is the mediator 
that efTects the atonement. To reject the mediator is tt> 
reject Jestis and Ins atoning work, as the liditor of Zion's 
Watch 'I'owcr clearly states. We quote from the Watch 
Tower, pa,ti:e 360^ issue of Aiif,^ust 15, hjoi : 

'^Continuiui:- the same line of Ihrnv^ht, vix., a com- 
parison of the two mcthalrjrs. au<l the two ctjvejiants, 
the aptjstle thaws tn (mr atteulion Ihe fact that Israel 
could Udt enthu'c the terrible man i festal ions of divine 
power and justice at Ml. Sinai, although they were only 
typicai; and that as tiie typical israelites needed iuu\ 
iicsired to he dealt with representatively instead of di- 
redly, through a n\ediator and not personally,— to he 
in the hands of the mediator, and not in the hands n\ 
fjod— so. says tlic ajiostlc, in respect to the New Cove- 
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naiil, and in respect to those who have apprehended 
that IT WAS SEALED WITH THE r.LOOD OF 
CHRIST. AND THAT IT IS JN OPERATION 
NOW. AND THAT WE HAVE THE BENEFITS

"Il would be a fearful ihiiifj to fall into the hands of 
the livin.q; (Jod. not hccaiisc God is unjusl, hut because 
he is jus( ; and because wc arc imperfect, and therefore 
could not hope to meet the rc(|uircmcnls of the Law of 
alisoiute ju.-sticc. Divine justice would be to us as a 
cunsuminjf fire, dcstroyiu}; us. because wc couid ttot 
comply wilh its requircnicnts. IT IS i'OR THIS 
REASON TliAT GOD MAS APPOINTED FOR 
US A COVF.NANT OF MERCY. OF WHICH 
JESUS !S THE GREAT I'ROPHRT AND 
MEDIATOR. GOD HAVING AI»POINTED THIS 
ONE CHANNEL Oh" MERCY IT IS FOR US TO 
ACCEPT IT AS WK PROIH'F.RS IT, OR. REJECT- 
ING IT. TO FALL INTO THE ilANDS OF JUS- 
TICK AND TO MlviCT OUR DESI':RTS. UT-

yet, God's grace under ihc AVtc' Covamnt continues 
with us to cover our blemishes until perfectetl in the 
resurrection." 
Watch Tower of August 15, 1901, page 260; 

"Tlie Apostle assures us of this:— that the Law 
Covenant was a type, an illust ration of a greater and 
more wonderful covenant, between (jod and his people 
in the future. He points out to us that as Moses was 
a type of Christ, the great Prophet, so ihc animal- 
blood he used in scaling that typical Law Covenant 
rep resent c{l or typified the blood of Christ — the bloo<l 
which seals, makes bindings ratifies, the New Covenant. 
Our Lord referred to the same thing in connection with 
his death, and the institution of the memorial supper, 
when he said; 'This is the blood of the New Covenant, 
shed for many for the remission of sins/ — IVIatt. 26:28. 

**W€ arc sure that wc arc ri^i^hl in this application; 
because the apostle, in Hebrews 9:19, 20, refers us 
back to t!ie scaling of the Law Covenant, saying, 'When 
Moses had sfiokcn every precept to all the people, ac- 
cording to the Law, lie t(jok the blood of calves and nf 
goats, with waler, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book and all the people, saying, 
'This is the blood of the covenant which God hath en- 
joined unto you/ Tfie entire tenor of the apostle's 
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ari^umcnt shows iis that he lUKlerstood and taught that 
the aulitypc of this was to be found in Christ, in his 
sacrifice for sins. Continuing the same argnmcnt, into 
the next chapter (Hcb. 10:16), the apostle shows that 
THE WORK OF OUR LORD JESUS IN OFFER^ 
TNC; UP HIMSELF, AS THE RANSOM PRICE 
FOR MANKIND, WAS SEALING THE NEW 

c()vi^:nant. the antitypical covenant, 

which CJoti had pronnsed through Moses, and through 
all the proplictK. saying, "This is the covenant that I 
will make with them AFTER THOSE DAYS, saith 
the Lord/ 

"The apoKlIc evidently understood that the covenant 
which Moses, the prophet, instituted, typified the better 
covenant, which the greater prophet, Christ, would in- 
stiiulc in due time. Proceeding to compare these two 
prophets, the typical Moses and the antitypical Christ, 
the Apostle says, *IIe that despised Moses' Law died 
witiiout mercy: , . . of how much severer pun- 
islnncnt suppose ye shall he be thought worthy who 
hath trodden under foot the Son of God, and counted 
the blood of the (New) Covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified an unlioly thing and hath done despite unto 
the S])irit of grace?" (Heb. 10:28, 29.) The apostle's 
argument evidently is that if God puts so much dig- 
nity u]3on the tyi5ical prophet, Moses, that violation of 
his' covenant would mean death, we might reasonably 
cx[)ect that a severer ]>nnishmcnt would come to all 
those who shall l>e brought inider the benefits of the 
New Covenant, and who shall then spurn them, not 
appreciating the fact that they were secured by the 
precious blood of Christ, the antitypical prophet," 
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ONE MEDIATOR BETWEEN GOD AND MAN. 

A mQ%i familial' tcxl, and a forceful unc, i.s fuunil in 
L Tim. 2:4-7: 

"Who will have all men to he savctl and hi conic 

tmto tlic knowledge of the truth. 

h'or there is one Cicjcl and one mcdialtir hctwccu God 

and men, the MAN CHRIST JESLIS : 

Who ^avc himself a ransom [-OK ALL, \n lie testi- 
fied in due time. 

Whereuulo I am ordained a pieaeher, ;md an uixjstlc, 

(1 speak the Uulh in Christ, and lie nttt;) a leaelicr of 

the Gentiles in faith and verity/' 

l^y those who teach that jesus Christ is not the mcdiatt>r 
of the mem hers of the Church, it is claimed that the w^or<l 
"men" in the verse, **Thcre is one God and one mediator 
hctwcen God and men," does not include the members of 
the Church, hnt refers only the world. Let us note the 
context of this verse and sec whether or not that is the 
thought intended to he conveyed hy the Apostle. In tiic 
4th verse the Apostle states that il is the Lord's will that 
all M!i!N should he saved, and should come unto Ihc 
kuowdcdgc of the truth. Arc the niemhcrs of the Clmrch 
included in these "all men"? All will admit tliat they arc. 
Again in the sixth vei\se he slates that Jesus gave himself 
a ransom for Ar,L, Do these "all" include all men, alf 
memhers of the race? Undouhledly they do. Do they 
then include the memhers of the Chureli ? Assuredly they 
do. Well, if the Apostle is talking nhout all meii, all the 
memhers of the race, including the tiiendiers of the 
Church, in the 4tii and 6th verses, is it at all likely that 
he suddenly gave the word "men'* a different meaning in 
the verse he t ween, and that wilhout indicating in any way 
that he purposed sue!) a change of meaning? Tt seems 
ahsunl to claim that the apostle should talk ahout saving 
all men, all the memhers of the race, in the 4th verse, 
then suddenly, without warning, refer only to those out- 
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sulc of the Churcli, m the 5th verse, and then again, with- 
tint any warning, revert lo *'all men" in the 6th verse. 

Notice, tuo, Uic lanp;na[^e used Tlie apostle first states 
ihut iintl will imvc nil men to he saved Ihh iinplics Lliat 
Ihi-y arc not ikhv ,savctL and are therefore out of har- 
mony with CkmK JIc then says tliat there is one who is 
empowered to act as a go-ljctween, a methator hctwcen 
these "all men" (including the Church), and God, for the 
purpusc! tif saving i\]\ men. I le then says that that niedi- 
^nt>r. the tnau Jesus CInist, made that possible hy f^ivtng 
himself a ransom for all men, inckuhng tiic members of 
the t'hnrcli, and ihal the testimony to that cft'cct was to 
he made known in its prcjper times. The reasoning is 
plaitt and clear, and tliere is no doubt that the Apostle 
inchides the memhers of tlie Church in the "all men*" 
Where is ifiere any evidence to show that such was not 
the case? 'I'he nief!iation nmst liave extended as far as 
I he ransom, arul the ransom cNtencied to every mctnber of 
the race of shnicrs* including tlic members of the Church* 

The won! "tuen" in tiie 5th verse is used without any 
restriction whatever, and must be understood to refer to 
all men, unless positive cvitlcncc can be found in the 
Scriptin-es to the contrary. We think such cantiot be 
fonn<L hut that the entire evidence of the Scriptures 
proves that Jesus Christ is the mediator of the Church 
at the present lime, and will be tlic mediator of the world 
of mankind in the Milleimial 7\ge. 

IN DUE TfME, 

It is also claimed that the **due time" mentioned in the 
6th verse means the Millennial Age only, and that there- 
fore Jesus Christ is not now acting as mediator* I^ct us 
notice Lite meaning of the Greek words which have been 
translated *'in due time/' 

The Greek words are, "kairois idiois," and literally 
rcntlcred would mean, *'in its own seasons,'' the word 
"idiois" nicaning "its own'' or '1iis own," and not having 
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in it the thought of *'tlu€," as it luts hccu Lraiisiatct!, 
In 1 Tim, 6:15, the same wuitls arc tianslalcfl '1n his 
litncs/' 

The E]Ti[>hatic ])iai;luU rciKlcrs tlie p;issaL;t' in i Tiiii. 
2:6, thu^: "The testimony in its own Se^isons." 

Rotherlian) trai\shUes it thuii: ''The testimony in its 
own fit times." 

The Corrected (Mij^liiih Now Testajnent gives it tlms : 
"To he lestificcl of in the proper seasons," 

The ticvisetl Version thtts: ''The testinnjuy to he 
honie In its own times/' 

Samuel Davidson's translalion of Tisehejidtirf's last 
Greek edition ; "11je testimony in its own seasons," 

Tire thought cvitlently iis that the testimovty was to be 
made known whenever proper so to do, in its tjwn proper 
seasons, and the apostle tells us in the 7tli verse that lie 
was ordained a herald and an apostle for tlic very pur- 
pose of bearinj^ the testimony tn the Cicntiics in his day. 
He was not referrin^^ to the Millentual Age, some two 
thousand years to conic. 

To say, as some have said, that Jesus Christ '\vill be" 
the mediator, hut that he is not now the mediator, is to 
directly contradict tlic words of the Apostle, wlio tells us 
that he is not lying in regard to this matter. Let us 
take the Apostle's words in this matter, rather than those 
of anyone who finds it necessary to twist and change the 
meaning of the words to fit some unscriptnral view, 

Aj^ain, if it be proper to misquote and twist the verse 
to read, "There will be, or there is going to be, one 
Mediator," it is just as proper to make it read, "There 
will be, or there is going to he, one God." Such are the 
absurdities to which the views wc are combatting lead. 
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DOES A MEDIATOR USE FORCE? 

It luis IjccM Hl:itf(! [tl various linics ihaL forcti, conipnl- 
siun, stripes, t!tc., will be used by Cbiist as tbc Mediator 
of the vvtjrld, and tluiL as wc did not need sucb, therefore 
be h not our niediator. As a niaUer of fact, force, com- 
jjiilsiun, etc., arc entirely foreign and cotitrary to tbc 
work of a niediator, Tbey bave no |>art in iiiccbation, 
wliicb deals vvitb tfie bringing together, willingly^ of [sar- 
tics wlio arc at variiiuct^. A mediator bas no power to 
conijjcl either ]>arty to uccei>t biin as mediator, or to 
accept anything be may do or demand as mediator. 
Jesns Christ the Mediator of the New Covenant will 
never compel anyone to accept bis friendly offices, but 
lie will perform the office of Mediator for those, and 
onlv those, who tbcinsclves desire to be reconciled to 
God. 

A mediator is "one who acts as a mntnal agent or 
fricntL" Standard Dictionary. "One who mctbates (a 
methalor) must do so by the rctjttcsi or at least with the 
consent of the con tending jiarties." From English 
Synonyms, Antonyms ancl I'repositions, by Jas. C. 
Fernald. 

To be a mediator, as above shown, implies the con- 
sent of botli parties. These adverse parties have no 
direct commimication, but both consent to act or com- 
numicatc through a third party, according to all authori- 
ties on tlie use of this word. 

Tliis use of the word is in harmony with Bible usage. 
Consider first the type, the Law Covenant, and its medi- 
ator. Did Moses, the mediator of the Law Covenant, use 
force, compulsion, stripes, etc., to make the Israehtes 
accei)! the Law Covenant? No, not at all, for wc read 
(Exod. 20:18-21), "And all the people saw tbc thunder- 
ings, and ibc lightnings, and the noise of the trumpet, 
and the mountain smoking; and when tbc people saw it, 
they removed, and stood afar off.*' (They saw the ex- 
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cccdiug" ^Inr}" vl Uiis inanifcstjUion of t jot Is [H)vvcr and 
i^rcatnuss, and Lhcy knew thai direct coinnumicalion wilh 
sc> niii^dity and gluritms and jnsi a bciii^E;' wonitl mean 
[Icath Ui llieni — "( h\v CintS is a cunsmnini;' dre" U\ evil 
ant I ini]>eiftctinn—lienee "da-y said nntu Moses, Speak 
Lhou with ns (ihal is, lie trnv niedialui) and we will 
hear; bnl lei noL <i:nl >]>eak wilii ns, k'st we die/' i\k)ses 
accei)le<l and lH:catne their niedialiir. lie slt^nd between 
llo<l aiul Uieni widi the consent nf hnlh and by their 
choosing. 

Is il not so in the antitype? Oo uni we ulm have 
apprc^aehed unttj Mount Xioti (lleh. ij:2^), the anti- 
type of Nh>nnl Sinai, leeot^nize hrst of all our sinful, 
degraded condition. an<l die hojjelessness id onr situ- 
ation? ]>n w^e ntjl knciw tliat if we aj>[n'oaeh direclly lo 
Ciod, the I'^adicr, it will mean UiUd tlestructirju? "Mc 
tliat hearelh <d the Isither and leariKlli of Ilim (uf his 
rip^lueoLisness) comelh nnto mc (Jesus Cln'ist)." (John 
6:45.) When we ;vs sinvKTS (anlifypcs of the Jews 
coming to Mt. Sinai) hear of the leather and learn of 
htm (Icarti of his perfect justice, etc) as tliey did in 
the type at the mtjuntain, we seek, as they did, and as Job 
says (Job. 9:32, 33) for a tlaysmaii, an umpire, a medi- 
ator, and we accept his f?f^ices by l^nth uuttj Jnslihcation. 
This is true, as all honest hcarlecl persons must concede 
w!h) study it, of llie Church in the (Jospcl Age, an<l it 
wdll he true nf die world in the Millennial Age, as it is 
written, "Thy iJcciple sliall he willing in tlic day of thy 
power." Psa, 110:3. 

As a king he will rule the people and nations, an<l 
execute upon them judgments written, but in his office 
as Mediator he will act only at the ref|ucst and with the 
consent of both parties^tjod and uian. This is shown 
in the tyi)e, because it is adtnilted tlve nation of Israel at 
Mt, Sinai rcprcseiUcd the ivfiofc world coming Lo God, 
It is also shown in the work of the Millennial Age, for 
the benefits of the bUxid of the New Covenant, the blood 
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{i\ iiur dciir J-urd Jesu^, will be apiilicd for cauccllaUon 
of sins Qiily where it is wanted, and wc are told in Isa. 
05:20 tliat .some even in tliat favored time will not con- 
sent lc> receive tlic blessings thrt>ui^h liic Mediator, 
fluxntgh tlie blood, atul ibey shall be destroyed. Before 
hcin^ dcstrcjyed I hey shall have expeiicneed the reign of 
Jcsns as Kiii^ — he shall have "ruled them with a rod of 
irnn/' and Ihey shfill have been made tn know of the 
terms of salvation, ihcy shall have knowledge whether 
lljey will or not, but as for Jesus as tlieir Alediator, this 
oHiee will not he forced upon them. They must desire 
and request it, and eon sent to it. or be destroyed as 
mnvorthy of Llh'JL 

THE BLOOD OF JESUS AND THE BLOOD OF 
THE NEW COVENANT, 

Those who advocate the theory that the Church needs 
no mediator and is not under the New Covenant say 
that there is a difference between Uie blood of Jesus and 
the blood of the New Covcnaiil. 

The\' say that the blood of Jesus aloue is not the blood 
of the New Covenant, but that ///j l>!ood and the blood 
of the Church mixed together cotistitute the blood of 
the New Covenant. 

They tell us that the blood of the New Covenant was 
not poured out for the Church's heiiefit, but tiiat it is 
exclusively for the world, the Jewish and other nations; 
antl tliat it only began to be poured out when our Lord 
diccL and that it has been [louring out ever pincc by the 
deatli of the members of the Church; and that when the 
last member of the Church will have died, then the blood 
of the New Covenant will have been completely poured 
out. After this they tell us the Church will join the 
L,ord in sealing the New Covenant. But is that wiiat our 
Lord says? 

Turning to Lvke 22:20 wc read (Sec also i Cot/ 
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11:25, ^'1^' MatL 26:28) : "This Cii|> is llic New Cove- 
nant in My blood, that in yaitr behalf hoinj^ [xniicd ont." 
This and tlic otiicr verses referred Uj siujw Llic iiLler 
falseness of tlic above iDentioiicd llieury. t )ur Lorti Iclls 
us [>lainly ihal /jm blnotl a/o/a' (i^*^^ ^^^^ bUiod mixed willi 
the blcwd of die Cliureb) is ibe blood of I he New Cove- 
nant, Notice lie says, "'MY lilood" (uui My blood and 
your blood niixetl to^^elher. but M)^ ijlood alone). And 
he also tells us that liis blood was [jouroci (;nt for the 
Churches benefit. He says, **rn your behalf benip; ]>onred 
out** (not in behalf of the world merely, but m your 
behalf as well), 

Cut what is meant by tfic IjUkkI of the New Covenant 
being poured cHit iti our behalf? It means ibat ftjrj^ivc- 
!iess of sins and all other New Coven;aiL btessinj^i come 
to us as a result of the pouriui; out of the blood nf Mie 
New Covenant. Without the shedding of blood there 
could be no forgiveness of sins, and st> our Lord's blood 
was shed m order that the New Covenant inij^lit be sealed 
and that, as a reiiull, we mif^ht have tjur shis forgiven. 
And so, in Matt. 26:28. we read: "This.is M )' blood of 
the (N^ew) Covenant that is jioured cnit for many (f{>r 
all, the cluucli an^l the world) for f(n\i^iveue£s of sius.'' 
So we sec Uiat when we ubtaiiied forgiveness of sins, \/e 
received it under the New Covenant, whieli was sealed 
by the [)rccious blood of Christ, for that is the only way 
to get it. Wc are sure that no other covenant provitles 
for the forgiveness of sins. 

Notwithstanding^ these plain statements of our Lord, 
we are told that, ''The New Covenant is not yet in exist- 
ence and diat we have nothing to do with that New 
Covenant/* tf that be the case, if we have ufjtlnng to do 
witli the New Covenant, then we have nothing to do 
with the blood of Jesus, because our Lord tells ns plainly 
that his blootl is the blood of tlic New Covenant, the 
blood winch sealed and made operative the New Cove- 
nant, The fact that wc have received the forgiveness 
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of sins prxH'us tliat I lie New Covenant lias been scaled 
and made operative and thai we arc under it, Clirist 
innst die :iik1 beconie the [>ro[>iliat[on, the cotnplelc satis- 
faction, for onr stns and llie sins of the whole world, 
and seal the New Covenant with his precious blood before 
( iOil eonld forf^ive our sins. Christ*s fleath, the shedchng 
of bis blood, and the sealinj^ of the New Covenant give 
<Iod the power to forgive onr sins and justify us. As 
we read in Romans 3 : 24-26 ; 

'Mjeini^ justified freely by bis ^r^^cQ through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesnsi Whom God halb 
set forth to be a propitiation throup^h faith, in his blood, 
to declare his ri^hlocHisncss for the reiuii^sion of sins 
that arc past, ibrout^b the forbearance of God ; To 
declare, I say, at this time his rip^hteousness ; that he 
mip:ht be just, and I be jnstificr of him w^hich lielicvcth 
in Jesus/^ 

We arc jifstificj (Rom. 5:9), saiH-tificd (Ilcb. io;io, 
14, 29 and T3:t2), for^^riTu (lipb. 1:7; Cob 1:14, 
cfcansctf (I John 1:7). ivashcd (Rev. 1:5)* and wc 
overcome by (Rcv- 12:10, u), and receive life (John 
(1:53) from the blood of the New Covenant. 

lUil some int\Y say that the words. New Covenant, arc 
not found in those verses. True, but wc all know that 
ihcy refer to the blood of Jesus* and the blood of Jesus 
(our Lord tells us) i> the blood of the New Covenant 
So that, if we are jnslified, sctnciifted, forf^iven, cleansed, 
ti'Gshed, and wc overcome by, and receive life from, the 
blood of Jesus, and the blood of Jesus is the blood of 
the New Covenant, then wc are jnsfi/ied, saucfified, for^ 
pjrn, demised, ivaslicd, etc., by the blood of the New 
C ovcnant. You cannot make anything; else out of it. If 
we keep in mind tlic fact that there is absolutely no 
thlTeroncc between the blood of Jesus and the blood of 
Hie New Covenant, that they are one and the same blood 
atui that the only, blood there is, is tiic blood of the New 
Covenant, and that all the blessings that are said to be 
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(krivcd from ihc UUnni uf Ciuxsl ;uc New CovciKinL 
|jk-sshi,i;5. \vc shall liavv no iroiilik in [^cUiiif^ I he Serii)- 
tiinil view uf this ui alter. 

We arc told ihal whvii Ihc ili^ciple^ draijk the eni> 
innided thcin Ijv nur Lnrd, aL ihc husliuuiun uf Ihc ■ 
Memorial Supper, I hat I ha I ceremony was inieiulcd U) 
rqjresetit liie disciples ami oilier consecrated believers as 
sharini^ with Jesus the iunior uf heing die prnpiiiary 
sacrjhct\ bul sneh is nnl the case. It merely represented 
how they sharer I aumni; Ihcmsclves tlie bcfU'/li.^ of tin- 
'*one offerint^." ( )irr Lord e^|>iains this jnatter clearly 
in John ^yi^;^- lie says: "Verily, verily, I say tmto ycpu. 
except ye eat the (lesh uf the Sun at man, and tlrink his 
blood, yc have nu life iti yon." So in tirtler that we may 
iuivc life in us we !tuist cat uf the Mesh of the Son of 
niau and drink his blufxb which llosh and biood arc 
referred to by our Lorti in connexion with the Lord's 
Snppcr, in Luke 22:19, -O* **And he took bread, and 
L^avc thaidcs, and brake it. and ^ave unlo lb em. saying.

That the ternis '*eatinp^ bis llcsh" and **drinkin|,^ his 
bluod"* are intcrcliangeable with bcbcving in him, is 
made clear from John f^:23> 40 and 47, 

''If we believe the words of our blessed Master, 
that the blood of the New Covenant is 'MY blooci/ let 
ns hold to tliat precious Irntli at all cost; and. it^t us 
not constitute ourselves candidates for tlie 'much sorer 
punishment* by w^restin^ our Lord's words, and sayinj^ 
that the sacrifice is ^primarily His, and secondarily 
ours/ thus counthig the blood of the Covenant, the 
'one ofTcrinpf/ a 'common thing,' *sbarcd l)y several/ " 
— Hro. L. C. Hcnnin,e^cs. 

Seven blessings of the New Covenant which will come 
to the fleshly Israel in the next age arc mentioned In 
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Hebrews 8, and by compariiig- Scripture with Scripture 
wc can see that those blessings have come to the Church 
(lurUig the Gospel Age, which is further proof that the 
Churcji is under the New Covenant. In the loth to I2th 
verses, it is said : 

( 1 ) "I will put iiiy law in their minds J* lias he 
put his laws in our minds? Yes. 

(2) "And write I hem in llicir hearts/^ Plas he 
written them in our hearts? Yes. 

(3) "I will be to them a GoiV Is he our God? 
Yes, 

(4) *"rhcy sliull he to me a people." Are wc his 
people ? Yes, 

(5) "All sliall know nie, from the least to the 
greatest/* Do all the Church know liim ? Yes. 

(6) "I will be merciful to their unrighteousness/' 
lias lie been me re if ul to our unrighteousness? Yes^. 

(7) "Their sins and their iiiiquilie** will I remem- 
ber ]io more/' Docs he remember these against us? 
No, Have wc received this blessing? Yes, 

Thus it will be seen I hat all the blessings of the New 
Covenant conic to the Church, 

Let us rometnbcr that the rccoucitiui: blood, the justi- 
fylii^i^ blood, the sanctifyi}!*^ blood, the siu-fovgivin^i^ blood, 
the cleansing and wiuhing blood, the overcoming bloody 
and the life-givitfg blood, is the New Coveimnt blood, the 
hkiod of Jesus, hfs own in dividual blood, ''MV blood/' 

When asked what Covenant wc are under* let us an- 
swer, "11 ic Covenant to which the ("A/K") blood be- 
longs, I he Nnn' Covenant.'" 

IIEURLCWS 9:1.^15. 

In l!eb. 9:13-15 is another strong argument sliowin*; 
ihe New Cnvenani Itas ^already been estahlishefi and h 
now in o])eration. We read: 

"For if the blood of bulls and of goats, and th( 
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aslics of an lieifcr sprinkling tliu nuclcan, ,sanclifieth lo 
the ])Lirifyin^ of Llic ilcsb, 

liow iiuicli niorc slinll \hc blood of Christ (the aiili- 
lypc of XhQSii bulls and goats and licifcr), who tlirongh 
the eternal Spirit otTerccl himself without s[>ot to God, 
ptirgo your cutiscienee from tleacl works to s€rve the 
living (Jud. 

Atid for this cause lie la the nieciiator of the New 
Covenant^ that by means of death, for the redctiiptioii 
of the trans|^rcssions that were mider the first testa- 
ment (cuveuatit) they winch arc called might receive 
tlie promise of eternal inhuri lance/' 
En olher wonls, \i even the ijltjod of animals works 
eleanshi^, how much more the blood of Christ. If that 
effects the purity of the flesh, this effecLs the jiunty of the 
conscience. Accortiini^ to Nundjers 19, tfiose who by 
contact with a dead body had become defiied nnist be 
s[>rinkled with a mixture of water and the ashes of a 
spotless red heifer wholly consiuned by Hre, of which the 
ashes were preserved in a clean place without the canij>, 
(Nunr. 19:9, 13, 20, 21.) 

As in I he type the sacribces cleatised and sanctified to 
die purifying of the llesh, so the sacrifice of jesus Christ, 
the antit)pe of all these, given once for all, is able lo 
"purge your conscience from dead \vorks to serve iIk' 
living Cod/' And on this acconnl. just **for ibis cause/" 
just for this reason, just because die sacrifice of Chrisi 
accomplishetl that which the Law sacrifices were unable 
to accomplish, lie is the Mcdialur of flie New' Covenant, 
The sacrifices uiuler the Law Covenant c<nild not make 
tiie comers ilierennto jierfcct (Ueb. 10:1): bui by one 
offerlui^ he hath jierfected forever thein that are sancti- 
Hecl. ilicy conld not pvirge the conscience from sin 
(llel). 10:14, 2}. but the blootl <if Christ does. They 
coukl nc^t take away sin (^*for it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should lake away sin"), but 
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the blood of Christ docs. And for this reason he is the 
Mediator of the New Covenant. 

Christ became the mediator of the New Covenant in 
order that our consciences might be purged from dead 
works, in order that we might serve the living God in 
Sj^irit and Truth. This would have been impossible apart 
from ChriKt^s blood and mediation* 

N'olice the a[)ostle poiuts out further that Christ by 
means of his death has coniplclcly met the demands of 
tlic Law Covenant af^ainst the Jewish people for the 
transgressions committed under the Law, and shice He 
iuis done this and l)Cconic the Mediator of the New Cove- 
natit, which has been sealed with his own precious blood, 
the call of the Gospel Age can he promulgated and the 
called may receive the promise of eternal inheritance, 

J 'our things arc here mentioned by the Apostle as im- 
jiasKiblc until after Christ died and became Mediator of 
the New Covenant: 

(O The purging of t!ie Church's conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God. 

{2) The redemption of the transgressions against the 
first covenant. 

(^|) Tiie jHomulgation of the Gos[)el Age calL 

(4) That those having been called might receive the 
promise of eternal inheritance, 

TtHBREWS 9:16-17. 

Consideration of verses i6 and 17 of Hebrews 9 would 
properly come in here and we quote from the Diaglott: 
''For where a covenant exists, the death of that 
winch has ratified it is necessary to be produced ; be- 
cause a covenant is firm over dead victims, since it is 
never valid when that which ratifies it is aUve." 
Adam Clarke, LUD., F.SA., the noted Hiblc com- 
nientator, gives tlie following translation of these verses, 
willi comment as quoted: 



5G VIEWS ON THE COVENANTS, ETC. 

"Verse 16. *J^'or where a testament is.' A luarnetl 
and judicious friend furnishes me with the following 
translation of this a;id the 17th verse: 

"J ""or, wlierc I he re is a covcnanl, il is necessary tliat 
the death of tiic ajipointcd viclim should be exhihitcd. 
because a eovcniuit is caufunicd over dead victims: 
since it is not at all valid while tlic appointed vitiiiii 
is alive/' 

"lie observes, 'There is no word signilylu^ icstti- 
tor, or men, in the original, Dhuh&mcnas is ncit a sub- 
stantive, hut a participle, or participial adjective, de- 
rived from tlie same root as diathc!a\ and ninst have a 
substantive untlerstood^ i thereffire render it the 
disf^oscd or (i(yf>oifttc(l vicLiin, al hiding to tlie manner 
of disf^osini^ or scttin*^ a pari tlic pieees of the victim 
when they were g^nn^ tf> ratify a covenant; and you 
know well the old custom of ratifying a covenant » to 
wlncii the Apostle nHudes,' 

"Mr, Wakefield lias iranslatfd the passage nearJy 
in the same way: 

" 'h'^or, where a covenant ;V. there must be neces- 
sarily introtkiced the death of that which cstabHslieth 
the eovenant : because a covenant is eonfirtnecl over 
dead tliin,s:s: and is of no force al all whilst that which 
eslablisheth the covenant is aiive/ 

"This is umloubte<lly the mcaniuf;' of this passage ; 
and we should endeavor to forget that U\^Ujmcnf mul 
testator were ever introduced, as they totally change 
the apostle's meaning." 

In his additional observations at the end of the <)lh 
chajjter of Hebrews, l)n Adam Clarke makes the fol- 
lowing quotation from Dr. Macknight: 

**V'ersc 17. A coveuaut is ftrm over dead sacrifices: 
epi nekrois. Nckrois being an adjective, it must have 
a substantive agreeing with it, either expressed or un- 
derstood. The substantive understood in this jdace, i 
think, is ihumasi, saerifiecs: for which reason I have 
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supplied it ill tiic traiisiatioti. Perhaps the word cools, 
uiiimals, may be equally proi>cr ; especially as» in the 
fullowiu|f clause, diathcuictws is in the gender of the 
auiinais appointed for the sacriiices- Our translators 
liavc su[)plicd the atUhro[}ois, men, and trans- 
lated efJt nckrois, aficr uicJi arc dead, contrary to the 
pro[)rieLy of the phrase. 

It never hath force i^^hifst the aplioinied Hvcih. 
'Oil ce *o dhiihemeuos; .supply vioschus, or tra^os, or 
iauros; whilst the calf, i^oat, or biiif af>pQinted for the 
sacrifice of ratificaliou, liveth. The ajjostle having, in 
verse 15, sliowetl that Christ's death was necessary, as 
'a Afcsiias, the lilediaior, Liuii is, the Procurer and 
katiJicr of the New Covenant, he in the i6di and 17th 
verses ohserves that since Cod's covenants with men 
were all ratified by sacrifices, to show that his inter- 
courses with nTcn arc founded on the sacrifice of his 
Son, it was necessary that the Now Covenant itself 
should he ratified by his Son's actually dying as a 
sacrifice/' 

The idea contained in the wortl '"testameut" is clearly 
nnt that of a *1ast will and testan^ent/' as the term is 
used tot I ay, whereby a *'wii[" n>ay nut [je exectited until 
after the death of a |>erson making it. Did Moses make a 
will at Mt, vSinai, the provisions of which could oidy he 
carried into effect by his death? IJid Christ make a will 
when he instituted the last sup[>cr? Are we making a 
will now^ which cannot be carried out until after our 
dcadi? We think not. We want to remember that God 
is the maker and tcslattn- of covenants and if tlie New 
Ctrvenant does not go into effect until God dies, it will 
never ilt> so, fmt the giving nf it wcndd he mere mockery. 
Tlie reference seems to l)e to the ancient custom of 
uvu iniriics makini^- a covenant or agreement over the 
dead btidy or bodies of an animal sacrifice. Such was 
the melhud employ erl by God in connection with the 
covenant with Abraham, (tien. 15, Gen. jy.) The Law 
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Covenant also was made over animal sacrifices. (Exod. 
24:3-8.) The New Covenant is an agreement between 
God and men made over the slain body of Jcsns Christ, 
his blood being sprinkled on both parties to the covenant. 
(Hcb, 12:24; lO— 2,) ThLs is tl^c blood which he, as 
the antitype of iMoses the Mediator, sprinkled in heaven, 
and which is sprinkled now on ns who believe, and who 
say, All the terms of Uiis covenant will we keep. 

The Ijlood of Jesus has done for the New Covenant » 
sealing it, what the bk>od of the sacrifices olTered hy 
Moses al Sinai ( Exod, 24) did for the old or Law 
Covenant. 

THE LAW COVENANT AND THE NEW COVE- 
NANT CONSIDERED AS TYPE 
AND ANTITYPE. 

Let us now consider another slronj^ line of proof that 
the New Covenant is now in force, in operation, and 
that Jcsns Christ is its Mediator; that, all the mcniljcrs 
of the Church are under it; an<l that Jesus Christ is the 
Mediator of every nicniber of the Church. This proof is 
to he found in the Law Covenant, the type of the New 
Covenant 

Types and shadows must agree with the plain state- 
ments of the Scriptures, and care must be taken that 
we do not find types where none were intended. But 
the great type, or series of types of the Law Covenant, 
being interpreted for us, can be safely followed, and 
from it we may come to appreciate more tlian ever the 
benefit of the New Covenant to us, and onr need of a 
mediator, and that Jesus Christ is tliat mc<Uator whom 
Cod poitited out in the Law Covenant hy types as being 
the Mediator of t!ic New Covenant 

On page 25 wc have quoted from Zion's Watch Tower 
to show that the Law Covenant was a tyjic of the New 
Covenant, and wc have proven from this and from the 
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ScripLiircs tliat vvlicii Ihc Law Covenant ended the New 
Covenant bcfjan. Note also the following: 

Zion's Walch Tower, January i, 1897, page 9, col. 2 : 
''liesitics have wc not on a higher or spiritual plane 
all that Israel after the flesh ever had? They came 
nnder tiie covenant with Goci—ihe Law Covenant 
scaled with the blood of bulk and ^oats j wc come into 
covenant relationship to Cjod under THR NEW 
C^OVl'X^ANT Sl-ALKD WITH THE PRECIOUS 
ISLCX)!) Ul' CHRIST, Thev liaci a mediator be- 
tween Cioci nnd them— Moses: WE HAVE A BET-'

"And Moses wrote all ibc words of Llic Lord, and 
rose up early in the mcrniny^, and bin'ldcd an altar under 
ihc hill, and twelve pillars, aceording Lo llie twelve 
iribes of fsr^ioL And he sent young men of ibe children 
of Israel wbicli ofTered bnnii olTerings, and saerificed 
peaee ofTerings of oxen unUj ibc Lord, And I\ loses 
look half of the bloo<l, and put it in basons; and half 
tjf the blood he sprinkled on die altar.

And. according 
lo the Law, almost all things arc purified by blood, 
and witliout an effusion (or shedding) of blood no 
forgiveness takes place. It was necessary then indeed 
for the copies of the things in the heavens to be 
cleansed by these, but the heavenly things themselves 
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witli better sacriiiCL's than lliesc. l''or I he anaiiUeil one 
UhI not enter haly phiccs made with haiicis, the aiitity[)es 
of llie true ones, Init- into Heaven itself, Uj ajijiear in 
tile jjresunce of (jod on our l>chal[/' llelh 9:19-24- 
(Dia^dtMt.)

*'He came tnito his own, and his own received him 
iioL lUit as many as received him, to theni gave lie 
power [margin, the right or privilege] to become the 
sons tjf Cod, even to them that believe on his name," 
that is, to tho!iC who accept the terms of the New Cove- 
nant in His Bioocl John i:ii, 12. 

*'For the Law [Covenant] was given by Moses, but 
grace and truth came by Jesus Christ." John 1:17. 

**Isracl hath not obtained that which he seckcth for: 
but tile election ftlie Israehtes indeed] hath obtained 
it, and the rest w^ere blinded [by nnbeHef]. 

Some of the branches were broken off, and thou, 
being a wild olive tree, wert grafted in among^ thcin. 

And they also, if they abide not still in unbelief, 
shall be grafted in: for God is able to graft them in 
again.

The Levilieal priesthood was not estabhshctt until the 

anoiiuiiifi^of its members at the time of their consecration,

MRDIATOR 01^^ THE PRIICSTS. 

Tyloses w^as the ^Mediator of the I-cvitical priests as 
well as of die remainder of tlte Israelites; indeed, at the 
time he acted as their mediator, they had not hccn con- 
stituted the Levitieal priesthood- Sec Exodn?;, ciia])tcrs 
24 and 28, There arc no Scriptures anywhere which 
even hint that Moses was not their mediator. Let our 
readers ask for ScrijUural proof from those who assert 
that Moses was not the mediator of the i)riests antl 
i xvites. 

Jesus Christ, tlie antitype of Moses, is therefore the 
Mediator of the royal priesihootl, the antitype of the 
Levitieal priest hoocl, as well as of the remainder of the 
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world ; hulccd, at tlie time lie acted as their Mediator they 
had not been constituted a priesthood. 

"And for this cause he is the Mediator of the New 

Covenant, , . . that tUey which arc called for 

invited J mi^Iit receive the promise of eternal in- 

licritancc," tliat is, niiglu be associated with tlie Lord 

Jestis as tlie '"royal priesthood/* Hcb. 9:15. 

"And hast made us unto our God Kings and Priests." 

Rev. 5:10. 

The Levitical priests were tiicrefore under the Law 
Covenant. 

The Royal priests are therefore under the New Cove- 
nant. 

Tlie members of the Lcvitical priesthood h?ii\ nothing 
to do with sealiiif^ the Law Covenant. The sealing was 
do!ie hy Moses, the Mediator, alone, with the blood of 
sacrifices^ before the Levitical priesthood was established, 
ExDcL 24:3-8. 

The members of the Royal priesthood have noihing 
to ilo witn scaling the New Covenant. The sealing was 
done by the Man Christ Jesus, with his oiun blood, be- 
fore the Royal priesthood was established, Heb. 9:19- 
24; 12:24, 25; I Pet, 1 :2: I Tim. 2:5-6, 

As the priests. Levites, and all the children of Israel 
had Moses as their Mediator, and were all untler and 
blessed by the Law Covenant, 

So the anti typical priests and Lcvites are nndcr, and 
ail the world of mankind who accept are in due time to 
be mider and be blessed by, the New Covenant. 

As Cod did not have two covenants for the Jewish 
pcoiile — one for the priests and Levitcs and another for 
the remainder of the iMjple — but, on the contrary, ah 
were under the same Law Covenant, 

So (iod has not two covenants of blessing for the anli- 
lyineal people— he has not one coveJiant for the Royal 
priesls and Levites and another for the world. All arc 
or will be nndcr the same New Covenant, 
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RKJECTiON OF Tim MEDIATOR. 

N'u one cnuld accej)L I ho IjUhkI !jy wiucli tlu" Law 
Cuvciiaiil was scaled, and iii the same lime reject Mnses 
as his niLniialor, 

Nfo one can aceepl the bluiKl by wliich I lie New Cctvc- 
nant was scalcti {llic binod of Jesus C'hrist K inul vejecl 
Jesus Chi'isL as his Mediator. 

Or, It) stale it a btlk- dilTennitly. Mc who rejected 
Mnses as bis nicdialtir cnnid have nn claim lo Uie henclils 
to he derived fruni the blond n\ I he Law t ovenant, 1'he 
willinj^ncss of anyone to reject Moses as his MetUalor 
anil thereby to lose the hlessin^t;s which cauie ibiuu^di 
the blootl of tile Law Covenant, wfHild show ttiat such 
a person cHd not esteem tiic blood of any vaUie^ but 
rather as a coniintni thing. 

So. he vv1k> rejects Jesns Christ as his nie<lialor, can 
have no chiiin to I lie benefits to be derived from the 
blofid of the New Covenant. Auyone wiilinji^ to reject 
JesuH Christ as bis tnediator. ^vu] lo ihcrt'by lose the 
hlessinj^s which ci>nie only ihroui^h tlie blood of the 
Kcw CovciiaiiU siujws by such action that he esteems 
the blood of little or no value, but rather a cunimon 
thing. 

*' Anyone havin^L,^ violated a law of Moses dies with- 
out mercy, by two or three witnesses. How ninch 
worse jiunishmenl do yon think will he deserve, having 
trat>ipled on the StHi of Cod, and esteeine<i as a com- 
mon thing the hlcKxl of the C'ovenant by wlueb he 
was sanciilicd, and insnltcd the Spirit of l-'avor?" 
Meb. 10:28-29, Diagloth 

There are many ways in wbieh the *' blood of the 
Covenant" may !)e esteemed a common thing-. One way, 
and a wny most likely, would be tti place inferior blor>d 
on an etjuality with it, on the i>riuci])le indicated by 
Jehovah when be said, "'Lhou slialt have na other ,t^ods 
before me- " No fjlfier i^ods were worliiy of cximpari.scHi, 
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no oUicr wasi of the same class or entitled to be asso- 
ciated vvitli him. So in the matter of the blood of the 
New Covenant. No other blood is worthy or in any 
way entitled to association with the precious blood of 
Jesns, 

We can tliink of no better cni])hasis on this point than 
is given it by the Editor of Zioii's Watch Tower, Angust 
15, ujoi, page aOo, col. 2: 

"Tlic Apostle evidently understood that the covenant 
whieh Moses, tlie prophet, instituted, typified the bet- 
ter eovcnanl. whicli the great Prophet, Christ, would 
ijistitnte in due time. Proceeding to compare these 
two prophets, the typical Moses and the antitypical 
Christ, the Apostle says, 'He that despised Moses' law 
died without mercy , , , of how much severer pun- 
ishment suppose ye shall he be thought worthy who 
liath trodden under foot tlic Son of God, and counted 
the blood of the (New) Covenant^ wherewitli he was 
sanctified an unholy thing, and hath done despite unto 
die s[Hrit of grace?* (Heb. 10: 28, 20.) Tlie Apostle*s 
argtnncnt evidently is that if God puts so much dignity 
upon the typical Prophet, Moses, that violation of his 
covenant would mean death, we might reasonably 
expect diat a severer punishment would come to all 
those who shall be brought under the benefits of the 
New Covenant, and wlio shall then spurn them, not 
appreciating the (Act that they were secured by the 
precious blood of Christ, the antitypical Prophet. 

Continuing the same thought, viz,, a comparison of 
I he two mediators, and the two covenants, the Apostle 
draws to our attention the fact that Israel could not 
en<lnrc the terrible manifestations of divine power and 
justice at Mount Sinai, although they were only 
lyincnl; and that as the ty[)ical Israelites needed and 
liesired to be dealt with representatively instead of 
directly, through a mediator and nut personally — to 
be in ihc hands of I lie mcthalorj and not in the hands 
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of God — SO, says the AposUe, in rcspccl lo the New 
Covenant, and in respect to those who have appre- 
hended that it was sealed with the blood of Christ, and 
tliat it is m ope mi ion noti', and that wc have the 
benefits of it conferred upon us. IV WE SHOULD 
REPUDIA^rii TlilS NEW COVENANT \T 
WOULD MEAN THAT WJ£ WOULD TltERlLllY 
REI^UDIATE CilRfST, AS OUR MEDIATOR. 
AND WOULD l^^ALL INTO THE HANDS Ol^^ 
THE LIVL\G C;OD, TO liE DEALT WL1M[ 
DIRECTLY BY IHM, AND THAT WITHOUT 
MERCY- The Apostle cHnche.s his ar^iimcut, by say- 
ings, 'It is a fearful thing; to fall into tlie hands of the 
living God/ . Hcb. 10:31, 

It won Id be a fearful thinj^ to fall into the liands 
of the living God, not because God is unjust, but be- 
cause he is just ; and because we are imperfect, and 
therefore could nut hope to meet the requirements of 
tlie law of absolute justice. Divine justice would he 
to us as a cony urn in^ fire» destroying us, because we 
could not comply with its rcquirenients. It is for this 
reason that God ha^ appointed for us a covenant of 
mercv, of which fesus is the g^rcat Prophet, and 
Mediator. GOD llAViNG APROINIED THIS 
ONE CHANNEL OE MERCY, IT IS FOR US 
TO ACCEPT IT AS HE PROFILERS IT, OR, 
REJECTING IT. TO FALL INTO THE HANDS 
OF JUSTICE, AND TO MEET OUR DESERTS, 

UTTER destruction;^ 

One of the ijriucipal meanings of the Greek word 
koinos, translated "unholy" in Hcb, 10:29, ^^ ^'common to 
several," or "shared by a lunnbcr." 

On this jioiiit wc lake pleasure iu (luoliug from *'The 
New Covenant Advocate," edited by ISnx neuninges, of 
Melbourne, AustraUa : 

"Question — Is there any dilTercncc between the blood 

that justifies and the blood that sanctifies? — Heb, 10 -29, 
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"Answer- — There is no difference whatever. It is 
the ouQ blood that makes the comers thereunto per- 
fect, viz., the blood of Jesus. The w^ord sanctified is 
from hagiaco, meaning 'to make holy/ It is used three 
times in lieb. io:iO| 14, 29, and always with the one 
meaning." 

"By the which will we are sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Icstis Christ once/' 

"For by one offering he hath perfected forever them 
that are sanctified,*' 

**The blood of the Covenant^ wherewith he was sanc- 
iifiedr 

*'In the first two of these quotations, emphasis is 
laid most strongly on the fact that it is one offering 
which sanctifies the believers. It is the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once. It is one offering. ( Rom. 
5:12, 18, 19.) Throup;h our Lord Jesus Christ we 
have peace with God, and throujifh him also we have 
^acccsi) into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in hope of the glory of God.' Rom. 5:1, 2. 

"The same point is emphasized in verse 29, in a 
manner that proves the divine inspiration of the Book 
of Hebrews, for it points to a condition that exist?^ 
today, hut so far as we know did not exist in the 
Apostle's day. Ikaring in mind that the word Koinos, 
translated *unhoIy* in v. 29, means common, in the 
sense of something shared by a nnmher, we read the 
latter part of v. 29. 'hath counted the blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, a thing shared 
by a number/ Do w^e not share ivHh each of her the 
benefits of the blood of the New Covenant, and was not 
this indicated when the disciples all drank of the cup 
at the Memorial Sttjipcr, of whicSi cup our Lord did 
not drink? Most decidedly, yes: but this is not the 
sort of sharing condemned Jw the inspired writer. 
Some have expressed it thus: 

'When our Lord said, ''This is the [The Saviour 
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said 'My'^EcL | blood of the New Covcnani," we 
sljould nnclcrstaiitl that priiiiariiy tlic cup Is His, and 
secondarily it is ours, wlio are His Uody. sliarinf^ il 
and drinknipf it 7i*iih liini. . . , It was, tiicrefore, 
primarily, onr Lord's blood or death which was acct!s- 
s;iry to the scalinj^ of the New Covenant, Init hy Di- 
vine arranp^cmcnl tlic hlood or death of His Churcii 
is also made necessary. Hence the New Covenant can- 
not be sealed, finished, made o])cralive unlil all the 
"members of the lU^dy" shall have died/ 

" '[Primarily the euiJ is his^ sccontlarily it is ours." 
Tins is the 'sharing' cc>ndeninc<l iii the strong lanj^na^c 
of Hcb, io;29-3i. How can that teaeliin^ Ise justifictl 
in view of these words of inspiration^liath counted 
the Blood of the Covenant, wlicrewith he was sancti- 
fied, a thing shared by a number?' We do not know 
any consideration on which wc would wish to occupy 
their position. Oh, that wc had ten thousand trumpet 
tongues Lo warn those wiio are accept ing this latest 
of tile last day delusions! It is a test! Wlio will l>e 
on the sitie of tfic Lord? lie alone ofTeretl the sacrifice 
wliicli sanctifies us, perfects those who arc sanctified, 
and makes the covenant valid for us by Mis sanctifying^ 
bloo<l. IJv the grace of God, lei us take our stand with 
llimf 

' "The projdietic character of the few wonis of the 
Apostle in v. 29 is further shown in the use of the 
wtjrds, Idood of the covenant wherewith he was sancti- 
fied/ The new error admits that Jesus' blood was nec- 
essary to supply the merit for those who are supposed 
to * share' in the sncrifice to ratify the New Covenant. 
Tt says: 

Mt is, therefore, rpiile proper fWhy should anyone 
say that ihe Savinnr*s words are '*quite proper?"™ 
Ed.] that our Lords death or blood should be men- 
tioned as the blood of the New Covenant, even though 
it be not apphcfl until all the members of His l^ocly 
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shall have been sacrificed by Him, Then He will 
apijly all llic sacrifice, all the death merit, as His own*' 
**'rhc attentive reader will have observed that the 
Scrii>tin'o says that sonic who acknowledge having re- 
ceived merit from Chi ist s sacrifice will go so far as to 
presume U> claim to have a share in the scaling of the 
Covenant. The *sliaring' is condcnincd by Him, and 
tile grievous error is by all means to be avoided/' 

Atiyouc wlio rejected Moses as his mediator, under 

tlie J. aw Covenant, would have been rejected by the 

Lord. 
Anyone who rejects Jesus Qirist as his mediator will 

be rejected by the Lord, 

No Jew could come into covenant relationship with 

Go<h save through Moses as hts mediator. 

No person of the world {and such were the members of 

the cfmrcli at one tiuic) eati come into covenant rclation- 

sbi[) with God save thronp:li Jesus Christ, the Mediator 

"betwec!!

The anlitypical sin-ofTering ha.s noUiin^ to do with 

scaUnj; tlic New Covenant. This point is treated at 

length in succeeding pages. 

The Law Covcnajit sacridccsi were for the COVl^R- 

liNCJ of sins. 
The New CovcoaiU sacrifice of the man Christ Jesus 

COVIZRS the sins of tliosc who are utider tlic New 

Covenant, 

"Even as Davul also dcscribctli the blessedness of 
the man, nnto whom (iod imputeth righteousness with- 
out works, saying, lilessed are they whose ini(|nities 
arc forgiven, and whose sins arc C(3V1£RED/' Rom. 

4 :6. 7. 

In order better to understand and appreciate this point, 
let us notice the meaning of the word ^^atoncment" and 
also the relationship existing between Jehovah and tliosc 
for whom the yearly sin-offerings were tnade. 

The American iMicyclopedic Dictionary clefmcs the 
word as follows ; 

''The word atonement means to make at one: that 
is, to reconcile those who before were iti feeling two: 
to create sympatliy between those who before had 
antipathy to each other; to make peace where before 
there was strife or war/' 

In harmony with this definition wc quote from Mil- 
lennial Dawn. Vol 5. page 2r, as follows: 

*'llowever tlie word atonement may be viewed, it 
must be conce<led that its use at all, as between God 
and man, ini[>Hes a <lifBculty, a clifTcrcncc, an oppo- 
sition, existing between the Creator and the creature — 
otherwise tlicy would l>e at one, and there would he 
no mQi\ of a work of atonement, from cither stand- 
point." 

Having the defmition of the word atonement avid the 
above quotation in harmony therewith before our minds. 
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let Its next ascertain llic relaliomhip existing between 
(lod and the Lcvitical IViests at Uic tiiiiti and before the 
Indlock was ofYerctI on Ibeir belialf. Was tbere a diffi- 
cnlly. a (bITervnce, an opposition, between Cjoti and tbcm? 
If so we can readily see bnw tbe sin-offerini; niig^bt be 
used tfj rceoneile tlieni antl God, to make al-one-uient 
between llieni. 

If tlicre was no opposition lie I ween ihuni, we cannot 
see how the sin-oJTerin;i( could have Jjeeti used for tbat 
purpose; rather, it must have heeii meant to bring Al>out 
some other end. or to accompbsb sonKHhing else- What, 
then, was the reSationsbtp exisiini^ l>etween Jebovali and 
the Levhical priests at the time and before the builoek 
was olTered on their behalf? An exanihiation of tbc 
Scri[)tures on this point shows that they were on friendly 
terms with (imb tbat there was no opposition between 
Ciod and lliem. We must conchHle. therefore, that tbe 
sin-offeriuii' cotdtl not have been used for tbe purpose of 
making them at one. 

Going back to lixod. 24 .yH, wc fmd that not only the 
jjriests, the Levites^ and tlie first-born, but all tbc Jews 
who came out of Egypt, hat! been brougfit under the 
Law Covenant by Moses the mediator, ft was the scaling 
of tbc Law C'fjvennnt with tbe I>!ood of btinit-offcriugs 
and of peace-ofhrint^s, after the peoi)lc had said, "All 
that Jehovah hntb sijokcn will vvc do and be obedient," (hat 
made Jehovah and them at one. After the sealing of the 
Law Covenant, or tbe at-oiie-ment, came the selection of 
Aaron and his sons for tbc j^riestly office. (Exod. 28:1.) 
After this came their anointing; and consecration. (Exod* 
30:30.) Now notice that it was after these priests had 
Ijccn made at-one with Jehovah by Moses their medi- 
ator, and bad been selected to be priests and bad been 
anointed and consecrated for tbc office of priests, by 
Moses their mediator, tbat the bullock was ofTered as a 
sin-offering on their behalf. We can therefore plainly

These quotations show that the consecrated Lcvitical 
priests did not represent people of the world under con- 
demnation and death, such as needed at-one-ment, but 
that they re[)reseiited a class who have already hecn 
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atoned for. They rep resented u class the nianbcrs of 
vvliidi have been justifictl by faith in Christ's ransoni- 
sacri(it!e: wlio have consccralcd their human nature to 
death, who have been begoHcn of the Sisirit, who are 
heavenly minded new creatures, whose real hiner Ufc ami 
walk arc with Gotl ; wliusc condition is holy, wlio arc 
seated with Christ in "heavenly places," an "holy pricst- 
htHKh" (I Pet, 2:5*) it is this class which the eonse- 
cratcd Lcvitical priests typifiet!. Nt>\v if we know from 
l>Iain statements of Scri[>ture what Jesus Christ our 
sin-ofTerinj^ does for his huly jjrieslhoocl, this consecrated 
class, we will know what i!ie sin-ofTcrin^ of Leviticus 16 
tlid for the Levitica! priests, because the latter typified 
the former. Now what docs Christ our siii-olTcring do 
fcjr ns after we have reached the condition mentioned 
above? Docs he brhig us into harmony with God, does 
he make ns at one with God after wc have become ''new 
crcaUires,*' members of the body of Christ? Evidently 
not. We were fully ^t one with God by faitii in Christ 
as soon as w-e were justified and before we became new 
creatures. (Rom. 5:1.) Now if Christ docs not make 
us at one with C}od after wc have become "new creatures/* 
members of the "holy priesthood/' what docs he do for 
us? Wc answer that he furnishes us with a covcr^ with 
his robe of righteousness, which covers our inipcrfcctioiis, 
our short-comings, weaknesses, etc. lie cleanses and 
washes us, Mc imputes righteousness to us. As we read, 
"blessed arc thcv wbosc iniquities are forgiven and whose 
sins arc COVERED. Even as David also tlcscribcth the 
blessedness of the man unto whom God imputcth right- 
eousness without works." (Rom. 4:6, 7.) "But if we 
walk in the liglit as he is. in the light, wc have fellow- 
ship one witli another ant! the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son clcanselh us from all sin.'* (I John 17.) ''How 
much more slial! I lie blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit ofTcrcd himself to God. purge f cleanse] 
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your conscience from dead works to serve llie livinp;God/' 
(Hcd.o:t40 

We see, liien. I ha I after we liecanie nieiubers n[ tliu 
"lioly priest lincMr" we are still ini])er[ect In word, tlunri,du 
and deed, l)nL thai t.'hrisl onr sin-oflcrin^ has jirovUied 
fur tts a cover. 1 le places a covering cn'er ns to protect 
lis from the eondeniiKUitjn wliich comes nfjon ail wrong- 
do inp; ;t!ul imperfection. Without this covering the divine 
sentence of deatli nmni pass upon ns aj^ain, hta with this 
cover we are accepted in the heloved, and Cod treats us 
as if we were ahsc^lnlely perfect. We can see frcjm what 
has been said that the sln-nlTeriu^^s of Leviticus J 6 simply 
furnished a COVICKING for the priests and ffir others, 
antl that tliat is jnst whal tlie Jiebrew word '*Kapliar" 
means, akhou|^h improperly translated "atonement." 
Those consecrated Levitlca! [sricsts did not neetl at-one- 
mcnt any more than we nee<l at-onc-mcnt after we have 
become consecrated priests; but they did need a cover, 
as wc need a cover; ^m] their sin-ofTerinj^ l>rovided tliem 
vvitli such a cover, even as Jesus Christ our sin-offering 
provides ns with a cover- 
In view of the fores^oing wc can clearly sec that Jesus 
Christ was onr ransom before he became onr siu-tjfTcr- 
ing. He was our ransom before we were justifie<l, while 
we were yet enemies, sinners, ungodly, under condenma- 
tiou and <leath. ( Rom. 5 :8-)0.) But he did not become 
onr sin-offering until after we became priests—nntil after 
we were justified by faith in his ransom sacrifice and had 
become members of the holy priesthood class. The ran- 
som was given for the whole race while under condem- 
nation and death ; the sin-offering is only for God*s 
chosen people. 

Keeping this in mind we can also plaiidy sec that the 
sin-ofTering had nothing to do with satisfying the de- 
mands of justice against the race of mankind, God does 
not satisfy the demands of justice for us after wc have 
become metnliers of the 'Mioly priesthood/' new c renin res 
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in t^lirisl [osns, Tlie ransom for all satisfied the dcmanfls 
nf j lis lice fur ai! while we were all ujulcr tlie coiuleninH" 
inm. "riie siu-i)iTerini^ fnrnislies a cover, a cleansing for 
us after we have heconic Goers chosen [>eo|)le. The ran- 
som was for iLH while we \vcrc cnomies. The siii-offcr- 
inj^s fnrnishcd a covering an<l cleansing for the priests 
aiul iho people after (not bcforuj Lhcy had come: into 
covcjiant relaiioiislu]j with (lod hs Moscis ihcir mediator, 
so the aatitypicul atoncnient-dnv sin-o(Terings furnish a 
covering and cleansing for the anlilypical priests and ttie 
world of mankind after they have been brought into 
covenant relationship with Cod by Christ Jesus their 
mediator. 

Thc! theory that the Church lias any share in the work 
which satijifics divine justice against thc world, is en- 
tirely unscriplural< *'lle [alone | is the propitiation for 
our sins, and not for ours only hut also for the sins of 
thc whole tvortd." (I John 2:2,) "Pichold the lamb of 
Goil which ttiketh away thc sius of the liforid/' (John 
1:29,) '41c gave himself a ratL^oni for all." (I Tim. 
2:C\) '*God was in Christ reconciling the world to him- 
self." (2 Cor, 5:19.) '*God so loved the world," etc, 
"ISc |aIone| tasted death for every man/' (Hcb. 2:9.) 
Thc following article, by Bro. Douglas Macinillan, of 
London, England, is ([noted from ''Good News of the 
Coming Ago/* an excellent monthly paper published at 
15 RaneUgh Road, Jjclgravia, London, S. W,, England.

of the future good thin,i:s . . , entered. ONCE 
I*T:)R all into the holy ]>face, having obtained eternal 
redemption/ [Notice that the words 'for us' do not 
appear in the original Greek. ( Then on what au- 
tliortly is il claimed that the price is 3)aid in two dis- 
tinct installments — and by otliers than Christ Jc^usi? 
[As claimed in the Watch Tower of January 15, 1909, 
cob T, thus, 'With tlie sceond presentation of the blood 
of the atoi^cmciit in the Most Moly at the cud of this 
age the New Covenant wilh Israel will be sealed/]

ilaviji*!^ thcruforc, hclovcd, couhdeiicc respecting the 
entrance of the holies, by the blood of Jesus, and 
havinj:^ a Great Priest over the house oE God, let us 
approach with a true hcarl, in full conviction of faiUi, 
and let us lioid fast, no matter what the cost may lie, 
the faith that was delivered to the saints once for oUJ' 
Tiic Watch Tower continnahy refers to I he sin-o[Ter- 
ings of Leviticus 16 as having to do with the sealij^g of 
the Law Covenant, and also as hehif^ a type of the sacri- 
fices of Jesus (the antitypical bullock) antl of the mem- 
bers of the churcli, IiLs body (claimed to be the anti- 
typical IwOrds goat), which we are lokl will seal the 
New Covenant- We are also informed in the Watch 
Tower that as the Law Covenant was scaled with the 
blood of the siti-otTerings (the bullock and the Lord's 
goat) J so the New Covenant will be sealed with the blood 
of the "Great Christ/' head and body, Antl as the blood 
of the members of the hotly of Christ will not be com- 
pletely shed until the close of the Gospel Ap^e, therefore 
the New Covenant cannot be sealeil until thctu 

We quote froni the Watch Tower, October 15, 1908, 
page 313^ cob 2: 

"That New Covenant will not be scaled until all 
the blood of the Great Mediator has been shed. Then 
Head and bo<ly, bridegroom and bride, wc shall be pre- 
sented before the Father and die blood of the Great 
Christ, as shown in the type of Leviticus, will then 
avail for the cancellation of the world's sin, even as 
the blood of Jesus now avails for our sins/' 
Watch Tower, January 15, 1909, \x\gc 29, col. i: 
*'As already shown, the New Covenant will not be 
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scaled, 1-atified, until the sacrifice of Tlie Christ shall 
have licen finished. And the finishing of these sacri- 
fices closes the work of this great day of sacrifice and 
atonement. With the second (presentation (fi tlie hlood 
of atonement in the Most Moly at llie end of this age 
tlic Xew Covenant vvitli Israel will be scaled." 
A careful study of Leviticus, and esj)ecially the iCth 
chapter, will show that the sin-ofTcrin^s had absolntely 
nothing; to do with sealinj^; the Ivaw Cuvenant ; that neither 
the first nor the second i>rcsentation of the blood of the 
sacrifices in the Most Holy scaled the Law Covenant. 
Whc!i we study the Scriptures we find: 
(i) The Law Covetiant was scaled by Moses, not by 
Aaron. (Exod. 24:3-8.) 

(2) The Law Covenant was sealed with the blood of 
burnt-offerings and of j)eace offerings, and not by the 
blood of sin-oiTerings, (Exod. 24:5.) 

(3) The blood wbich sealc<l lire Law Covenant was 
not mkcn into the Most Moly. (Exod. 24:3-80 

(4) The sacrifices w-hich sealed the Law Covenant 
were not burned outside tfie camp, as were the atone- 
ment day sin-offerings* (Exod. 24:3-8; compare Lev, 
1 6th chai)ter,) 

(5) The blood which scaled the Law Covenant was 
sprinkle<l all at once, not at different times, as was the 
blood of the sin-offerings which was taken into the Most 
Holy. (Exod. 24:3-8.) 

(6) The blood tliat scaled the Law Covenant was 
sprinkled on the people; the blood of the atonement-day 
sacrifice's was not. (Exod, 24:8: 1 leb. 9:19; Lev. 16.) 

(7) Tiic blood of several bulls and several p^oats was 
used in scaling the Law Covenant, whereas the bloofl of 
only one bull and one goat was taken inlo tbc "iMost 
Holy" on the day of atonement. (Exod. 24:5; Mcb. 
9:19: f-ev. iCh) 

(8) The Law Covenant was sealed before the selec- 
tion of the Lcvitical Priests, whereas the sni-ofFcring was 
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not made until aflcr tlicir consecration, (lixod. 24 ^5-8. 
Compare Exutl. 28:1 ; 30:30 and Lev, chapters 8 ami ifh) 

(y) Tlio Law C(n"cnant was nut scaled on the tlay 
ui aloaemt:nt, but was sealed several months before. 

We thus sec from the great ty]>c of the J^aw I hat 
jcsus Christ h the Mediator of the members of His 
C]hurch, and that lliey arc ttndev tlie New Covenant, ui 
which he was the mediator, and that the Church has 
ucilhin,!;; to do with scahiti; the New CovcnanL 

Tliat a considerable len.iftli tif time ehipsed between the 
sealin^i^ c^f tlie Ijlw Covenant ant! tlic sacrihces uf the 
shi-(jfTcrint^s, is cvt<lent; fur it was in the tliird moutli 
of the first year ai the exockis that llic ehikh^cn tjf Israel 
came to Mt. Sinai, and that Moses went u]> and received 
Ins instruct ions from the Lord, and shortly afterwards 
sealed the Law Covenant. {Lx<Kb nj:i, iO-16 ; 24:1-18. ) 
iiut the Tahernaele was not set up until *lhc first jnonih 
of the second year, on the ftrst day of the month" 
( l£xo<h 40:17)* and the hrst sin-oU'erin^i^s were oU'ercd 
on the ei^^iuh day. (Lev, i):[~2i\.) These olferin^^s were 
not. however, the rei^nlar atone-mcnt day sin-oClerini^s, 
which were com man tied to he offered on the tcnlli day of 
the seven! Ii monlli, as set forth in Lev. iCK2y-3u but 
were probahty de(hcatory oiTerings. It will be noticetl 
that the blood of these siu-ol'teriu^s of Lev, 9th cha[)ter 
was not taken into the Tabernacle at all 

It is therefore evident that as tlie Law Covenant was 
sealed in die ilurd month of the ftrst year and the first 
rcf^ular lilonement day sin-uffcrin^^ was made on the icuth 
day of the sarntli nmnth of the second ycaf% a period of 
ahoul one year and lour nnniths (perha[js exactly 4<p 
days, nv a [period nf 7x7x1 u or 7x70 days, these nunj- 
hers bein^- nsed in the Seri])tures in a figurative sense 
fjuile often) cla]>sed between these two events. These 
facts entirely disprove the statements, quite t>fteu made, 
that tlic blood of the si n-o fieri n,s^s scaled the Law Cove- 
nant, ami that therefore the blood of the antityjiical sin- 
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offerings will seal the New Covenant. (See our quota- 
lion fron^ ZJon's Watch Tower, on page 84.) 

TME ALLEGORY OF GALATIANS, FOURTH 
CUAi'TER, 

In ttie hour ill cliaplcr of Galatian^ I he A]30.stlc Paul 
calls to our attentioti the Covcjianls and explains the 
rdationship cvf the Abralianiic Covenant or Promise to 
the .Law and tlie New Coven auts, usin^ the figure of a 
husband witli two wivcK to illustrate his teaching. 

In tliis chapter he would have ns uiulcrstand the 
Abralianiic Covenant or Promise is represented by Abra- 
ham, and the Law and the New Covenants are repre- 
sented hy two woineti, the two- wives of Abraham, by 
whom his children were boriL fn this allegory the nature 
of the covenants is clearly indicated^ Abraham, a niale, 
iudicatin^ the nature of the Oath-bound Promise is of 
one kind, while 1-Iai2;ar and Sarah, females, indicate the 
Law and New Covenants arc of anotficr nature, but them- 
selves of the same nature. It has lierctofore been shown 
that the Abrahamic Covenant was an "unconditional, 
oath-bonnd promise,'* and that no individuals arc under 
it, but that it binds (jod only. The Law and New Cove- 
nants are different from the Abrahamic Covenant, being 
agreements or contracts, with conditions attached. 

In this fourth cliapter of Calatians w^c arc told ''these 
things arc an allcij^ory/' Which things are the allegory? 
The birth nf clnUlren by these two mothers. 

The co-n])cration of Ilagar was required to produce 
Ishmacl, — the Lsracl acci>nling to the llesli. Hagar, we 
are told (CaL 4:24-25! represents the Law Covenant 
Tn A*ets 3:24, 25. 26. \vc are informed of the Ij^rael in the 
ilesli that I hey "were the children of the covenant which 
God made with {Uir fatlicrs, saying unto Abraham, And 
in thy seed sliall all the khidreds of the earth be bIcssgd.'V 
We know the Jews were childreu of the Law Covenant 
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and in this third chapter of Acts Wc arc tuld Lhcy were 
chiidreo of the covenant made with Abraham, and Ihey 
Chcmsch^es were wont to say, "We have Abraham to onr 
father,'' etc. In Romans 4:16 wc are plainly told that 
Abraham had two seeds, one which is by Law and an- 
otlier whicli is of I^^ailh (as it is written, ''1 liavc made 
thee a fatlicr of nations/') It is thus clear that the 
Jews according to the flesli are children of the Law 
Covenant, their niolher, and also children of Alsrahani, 
according lo the ilesh. Abraham — ^ihe Abrahanuc Cove- 
nant or I^romisc — is their father, and lla^ar — tlic Law 
Covenant — is their mother. Wc thus sec lx}Lh the Law 
and the Abrahamic Covenant in existence at the same 
time, the I,aw Covenant being" in the position of mother 
and llie Abrahamic Covenant in the position of father 
to the Israelites according lo the tlesh. The children 
were *' servants'* because of the position of the mother, 
and we are told the Law Covenant was weak through 
the flesh, and that it ''f^cndcrcth to bondage/' 

Tlic AjiosUc then says that Abraham hati a son by the 
free woman, by promise. The expression *1>y promise," 
in this verse, does not refer to the Abrahamic Covenant 
or Promise, but refers to the promise that Isaac shouhi 
be born. Sec Gen. 1 5 14 : 17:15^ ( 6 ; Rom. 9 -,9 : 

"AikI, behold, the word of the Loni came unto hhn, 
saying, ThiK shalt not be thine heir; but he that shall 
come for til anf of thine own bowels shall be thine 
heir." 

*'And God said unto Abraham, As for Sara! thy wife, 
thou shalt not call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall her 
name be. And f will bless her. and p;ivc thee a son 
also of her; . , , yea, I will bless her, and she 
sliall be a mother of nations; kinj^^s of peoples shah be 
of hen" 

"Iu)r this is the word of ]>ronnse. At ibis lime will \ 
.come, and Sarah shall have a son/' 
The AposllCj we believe, is here calling attention to 
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Sarah as representing tlie New Covenant, the better cove- 
nant (Heb- 7^9-22), which makes perfect those under 
its provisions of gi'^icc. The child of Sarah was free, 
and so are the children of the New Covenant. We are 
not under Law, not under the Law Covenantj but under 
grace, under the New Cuveiiant. The Abraham ic Cove- 
nant or t^'omise could not of itself bear children or bless 
us, 1)ut united with the New Covenant or arrangement 
(for the word covenant means arrangement) children are 
produced, blessings (low to the Seed, atid later to **all 
kindreds of the earth/* 

Just as the promise of Isaac's birtli could not fulfil 
itself, hut the co-operation of Sarah was required to 
bring Isaac into existence, so the promise of a **sced" 
could not fulfil itself, hut required the New Covenant, 
typified by Sarah, to bring into existence the promised 
blessing. 

Attention is here called to the original promise in Gen. 
22:15-18. Not only all nations are to he blessed through 
this covenant or promise, hut tlie seed itself is to be 
blessed. Some clain) the Abrahamic Covenant is confined 
to the (iospel Age, and tlie New Covenant is confined to 
the Millemiial Age. If ibis were true the promise would 
have to he cut in half, for all nations arc certainly not 
. being blessed <luring tlic Gospel Age. Two ages are rc- 
c|uircd to fulfil or coin pic tc the Abraiiamic Covenant, 
Where then would the New Covenant come in? Wc an* 
swer from the wonls of the Apostle in Gab 4 that the 
New Covenant is coupled with the Abrahamic Covenant 
and they together extend over two ages, the Gospel and 
Millennial 

This is brought out in verse 27 of Gab 4, which says: 
*'Rcjoicc thou barren that bcarest itot ; break forth 
and cry, tlion that travailcst not: for the desolate hath 
many more chiklren than she whteh had an husband/' 
[u tiic Jewish age the Law Covenant, represented by 
Hagar, was married to the husband, Abraliam, who rep- 
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resented tlic Abraliainic CovcnaiU or proinisc- In the 
Gospel Aud Millennial Ages tlic New Covenant, rcpre- 
scnLcci in Sarah, is4o be married to tlie hitsbiuul and pro- 
duce tlie seed and later all nations. 

In the type Maj^ar had one eliUd— Islimacl— and Sarali 
had one child— Isaac. If we s;tv, as some do, that Sarah 
represents I fie Abrahamie Lnvenanl, which is Iti exist 
during the (iospel Age only ami during tliis lime ijrodnces 
one ehild — the scc<l of prtjmise — while the New Covenanl 
is to exist durinj^^ the ?^lilleaniai A^c and bear many na- 
tions, wlicrcui is it true that the "barren hath many more 
cfiiUlrcn than she whieli liath die linsbaml?'' 

Acceptinix the truth that Sarah represents the New 
Covenanl, all is plain, for is it not written {ilvu. 17:15-16, 
cpioted above) that Sarah is the mother of the Seed, and 
also the mother oi *'many nations?'* When is Sarah 
the mother of the Seed? During the Gospel At^c. Wlien 
!s Sarah the mother of nations? l)urint( the Millemiial 
A{^c, The Law t^ovenant had one eldld tndy — the Jewisli 
nation^tlurin^ the jewisli Ay:e. Thervfnre Ibis inter- 
pretation eompHes with the type. Sarah is the represen- 
tative of the New Covenant and bears tlic Seed dmHng 
the (lospcl Age and tlie "nations** during the Millennial 
A^Qt and so the Apostle says in verse 26 of CaL 4, 
"Jerusalem wluch is above | Sarah — the New Covenanl |- 
is free, which is the mother of us all/' or as the Diaglott 
fnits it. "Jerusalem w^liich is above is free, which is our 
mother," In this inclnre Siwuh is ref>resented as the 
mother of the Seed an<l alscj as tlie mother of many na- 
tions, Abraham is the father tjf the Seed, and also the 
father of many natitnis. as it is written (tien. 17^4, 5), 
"Thou shah be the fatiier of many nations,** and (Ro- 
mans 4:17), " I have inatle thee a father of many nations," 
Is Abraham the falber of many nations now? No. lie 
was the fathrr of the Jewish nation, chiUlren aecordiuj^ 
to the ilesh, children of bondage, lie i: the father of ihe 
Seed, a free child during the Gos()el Age, but lie is not 



yet the father of nations. He will be the father of na- 
tions (lurin^^ thu Millennial Age. From this it is clear, as 
the Scriptures ais>o make plain, that the Abrahaniic Cove- 
nant or Promise is in existence through the Gospel Age 
and through the Millennial Agc\ in conjunction with the 
New CovcnanL These two ages arc ret[uircd to fulfil 
anil C()ni])lctc these covenants. During tlie Gospel Age 
the New L'cjveiiant fulfills the hrst part of the Abrahaniic 
C'uvctiani hy [nothiciti|;" the Seed, while in the Millennial 
Age it fuinis the second i>art hi blessing all the families 
of the earth. 

^^i)nl tlje ahove we think it clear that the Abrahaniic 
C\)veiiaitt cannot be eon lined to the Gospel Age and tlic 
New Covenanl cannot be con lined to ihc MiUcnnial age^ 
as is attempted to be done by some, 

VVc now call attention to a very hnportant matter in 
respect to type;'. VVc arc frequently told in the Watch 
Tower that the I nrd wife of Abraham, Kclnrah, typified 
a thin! covenanl, tile New Covenant. VVc vvouUI ask, 
liy what auLlioriiA is slie ticclared to be a type? Where 
is the Scripture that Icaelies tiiat she is a type of any- 
tliing or anybody? Kclnrah is not so much as mentioned 
by the Aj^osilc. in iki\. 4:22-2^ he lays the allegory be- 
fore ns. mcntiiming II agar and Sarah, but omitting any 
reference to Kcmrah. VV^hy is this? In the 24th verse 
ihc AposLic speaks of 'J^VVO covenants, seemingly taking 
for granted there are but two, as wc have licrctofore 
shown is the cr>^^e, t!ie Abrahaniic Covenant being of a 
<li(Terent nature and uoi rc^dly a eoAenanl in the same 
sense as the Law aiul New arrangements are covenants, 
is it uoi strange that in the liisonssion of the covenants 
as represented m ty]jes, he fails to mention Kelurah in 
this allegory, if sire represented the New Covenant? 
Sarah is said In [jc the "'mother of us all.'* Keturah is 
not even refcrrctl to hy bini. Where could she have bccu 
better introduced than hcre^ as he discusses I he types of 
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the covcnanls? Must it not be tiint lie regarded Samli as 
the type of the New Covenant? Have we any rij^ht at all 
ro add to tl\c allegory in order to support a tlieory p The 
Apostle spoke to us by inspiration of Jehovah, and it 
seems that nothing hnt thrcct inspiration would antliorize 
sueh an important addition to the A]>ostle's lhouf;:ht and 
explanation. We think the indications are clear that the 
type ceased in Sarah and Hagar. 

FURTHER PROOF THAT KKTURAII WAS NOT 

A TYPE. 

In Gen. 25:1-7 we read; 

*'Thcn a^^ain Al)rnham took a wife and her name 
was Kcturah, And she hare him Zimran, atid jokshajip 
and Medan, and MicHan, and Ishhak, and Shuah, 
* , . All these were the children of Ketnrah. And 
Abraham p^avc all that he Imd unto Isaac. iiuL nolo 
the sons of the concubines, which Abraham hail, Abra- 
ham gave ^ifts, and sent them away from Isaac his 
* son, while lie yet lived, eastward, unto the east country. 
And these arc the days of the years of Abraham's life, 
which he lived, an lumdred threescore aufl ritlcen 
years/" 

It is often stated that Abraham married Keturah after 
the death of Sarah, t!ns view no doubt hcinpf taken be- 
cause the verses quoted above follow the chapter describe 
inff Sarah*s death. (Cha|)tcr 23.) If such a view were 
true, Abraham would have been at least 137 years old 
when he married Ketnrah. provided The marriap^c took 
place immediately after the death oi Sarah, hi Gen. 
23:1 Sarah's ngc is stated to lie 127 years. In Gen. 17:17 
Alirabam speaks of himsell' as beinjx ton years {^Ider than 
his wife. Therefore when Sarah {lied at the afje of 127, 
Abraham was 137 years old. 

If tins was tlie time that Abraham took Kclurah to 
wife, then we have the remarkable history of the birth 
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of six successive sons o[ Abraham, after lie had attaiucd 
137 years cvf at^e — withoal a single word of comment by 
the hisUtrian as to iho astonnding nature of the tjccur- 
rcivcc, or any atlenipl ttj L\\|jiain the inatlcr, even from 
the standpoint of nriraenlous. chvinc, assistance. On tlic 
other hand, willi Aljrahant oidy 100 years old, we liavc a 
full and circumstantial account of tlic hirth of Isaac, and 
that event liein^ carefully credited lo the iiUcrj>osition of 
divine providence. At Uiat time Ahiahani is recorded .is 
havinj^ expressed I he jL^reatesl incredulity rcsiJCCling" the 
jjossihiiity of a son heing !>orn to him. See C.ien. 17: J 7, 
We also have Paul's comment npun the cireuTtistancc, in 
Rtjmans 4:11) (note Dia^lott rendering), and Ifei). ii :r2. 
These references clearly prove the miraculous character 
of Isaac's bhtlu lUit when we come to Kcturah's prog- 
eny we are asked to believe that die six sons came into 
heinji^ at much later periods, without the assistance of 
anythinff miraculous whatever. We cannot consider that 
the situation justifies any sucfi illo^ncal vicw^ 

iM-om I Chron. 1 132 it is evident that ICeturah was 
simply a concnhiiie, and her children were amongst tliose 
already living at Sarah's deadr, wlio were remembered 
with presents and sent -away to support themselves, as 
stated in Gen. 25:6-7, 

I'll is view !,s upheld by McCliiitock aud Strong, in 
their ICncyclopodia of Biblical and Theological Literature; 
*'As Abraham was ioo years old when Isaac was 
born, who was given to him by the special bounty of 
Providence wfien he was as good as dead [Heb. 11 :i2, 
who c^^en as to these things liad beconie lifeless — Dia- 
gk)tt| ; As he was 140 years old when Sarah died; 
ami as he himself died at the age of 175 years, it has 
seemed imjjrohable that these six sons stiould have 
been horn to Abraham by one woman after he was 
140 years old and thai he sliould have seen dicm all 
grown up to adult age, and have sent them forth to 
form indencndent settlements in that last and feeble 
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period of life. It Iins llicicforc hccn sii^^ii^cstcd ibal aj? 
Kctuiah is called Abrahaiirs cnnctiUinc in C'lin^nkics. 
asul as slic and llai^ar arc prnhaljly iuc!icalcr( as liin 
cnncabiiius its ticiL 25:6, Kditrali [\m\ Uww lakrii hy 
Abraliain as his srvinttlajy wife ur aitnifhiar ii'ifc be- 
fore the <leaL[i (if Sands , alUinuL^Hi I be bisLoriair relalc.s 
ihc alTair after ibat event* lluit bis learlini^ ruiirativo 
nii^bt ntJt be inlcrrnptetl." 

The fact that tiic record ui KelnralTs rcIaliiJiishii> to 
Abraham folltnvs ibc aeconul of Sarah's dealli jiroves 
iiolhini^. To insist that it <lid would involve some a!)- 
sunlitics in inlerprciiii^ otlier parti; of the same ehu[)tcr 
{Gciu 25) » where Abrahanrs death is recorded i>rior lo 
the account of the l}irl!) of l-'sau and Jacob. As a matter at 
fact, A!)raham lived fifteen years after tlie, twins were 
horn, as is easily shown by comparison of (icn. 17:17; 
2t :5 ; 25 7, 2f3. 

The wordin^t; in Gen. 25:1 f Aiitbori7-ed Version), 
"Then ai^ain Abraham tc5ok a wife/* is not an accurate 
rcncicrin^^ of the orii^nnal 1 [cbrew. These first two words 
arc supposed to translate '*yosep!i vayikkah," but do not 
do so. Tlie true reudcrin.£; is» ''And Abraham midcih and 
iaketh a wife/' J^rof. Geo. IWish says: "There is noth- 
ing in iHc ori^nnal projierly answeriufr to the word then, 
or to mark succession/' lie translates the verse, "And 
/\braham had taken in addition fanothcr) wife/* 

Janiieson, Fawcett and liro\vn» ii^ their lUble Com- 
mentary, say: ''Abraham took a wife, or rather, had 
taken — for Kcturah is called Abraham's concnbuic or 
secondary wife, iti f Chron, [ :32. And as, from her 
bearinij; six sons to hint, it is impossible tiiat he married 
after Sarah's death; and also, as lie scut them all ont to 
seek their own independence duriuj:^ his lif clime, it is 
clear that his niarria£2;e is related out of its chronological 
order, merely to form a proper winding up of the patri- 
arch's history/* 

And fmallv the verv fact that Kcturah is called Abra- 
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ham's ctniculjiiic is evidence llial he took her while Sarah 
yel livcti : cjllicrwisc .she woukl iiul h;ive hccii spoken of as 
liis coiieiilnnc, biit unly iis his wifu. 

Il st-eiHS therefurc clear I hat l<eUirali wa.s nuL a Lliinl 
wife, in point nf lijne, and UiaL j^he cunkl nul by any 
[jrojniely be set lurlh as a type uf I lie New Covenant, 
upon this j^roiintk a« well as upon the others ah"cady 
presented. 

TinC I'ASSOVliK TWE. 

One of tile most alluring and most attractive sections 
of Scriptnre is that whieh presents to us the features of 
tile divine [>iau in the form of pietnres, types and shadows* 
It has altraete<i the attention of every thoughtful ]5iblc 
stitdent, and is a fickl hi which sonic have lost them- 
selves by reason of its intrieacy, and have failed to make 
real proj^rcss because they placed more weight upon the 
ty|>cs auci shadows than upon the realities. 

We are given full authority to look upon certain pas- 
sages of Scripture as having typical significance, because 
of the statements of the Apostles to that effect, and wher- 
ever wc note an ins|>ircd reference to any person, event 
or circum stance as of a typical cimractcr wc are safe in 
treating it thus. Errors liavc been largely the result of 
trying to make types out of Scriptures not plainly shown 
to have been so intended. A prominent illustration of 
this is in respect to Kcturah, the concubine or third wife 
of Abraham, who has been -frequently referred to as a 
type of the New Covenant^ without the slightest authority 
therefor by any inspired Scripture stateftient, as ah^eady 
shown. It is this error which has led to the unscriptural 
presentation that the New Covenant belongs exckisively 
to the Millennial Age, and not to the Gospel Age. 

While authorised types are to be recognized, and 
higliiy appreciated as throwing valuable light upon details 
of the divine purpose which they foreshadowed, it cannot 
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l>u too slron^^iy ur^t'd thai lypcK musi never be used as 
ihc basis uf^ou lAtkh io build dtnirincs. Only j>lain, 
clearly cx{)rcsscd Scriptures can he used Lo rnriii Ihc 
Ijasis uf any docU'iue, and if there are iiu sucli plain, non- 
iig^urative Scri[>tures Lo snpporL a Jl^ivcu view, Uie lf)t;ical 
conckii^ion must be Ural tbe view is nnscriptural. Inter- 
pretation of types niu*il coufcjiui tu clearly expressed 
trutbs in otber parts of CjckTs Wonl, and if we lm%] Llic 
latter contradicting an assninctl interpretation of a type 
wc arc bonud to revise the view helrl res[)ectinf^^ the ly])e 
so tliat it will conform with the plain slatcnivtit of tlic 
Hiblc. 

Having tliese jioints clearly before us, let us brielly 
exainine a type which has some bearhi^t*' upon our discus- 
sion of the Covenants, vi;;-, the i^asscjver, and the subse- 
quent deliverance from [Ce^yptian Ijonda^^c. 

The institution of the i Passover is recorded in Kxod, 12. 
It sip^nifietl the [lassin^ over of the cliilclrcn of Israel by 
the Angel of the Lorcl, on Llie night in which every Arst- 
born of Egy]3t was slaiji, "from the first -Isorn of l^haraoh 
unto the first-bom of the captive, . . . and all. the 
first-born of the cattle," The means provided to ])rcscrvc 
the first-born of Israel was tlie blood of an unblemished 
Iamb sprinkled upon the door posts and lintels of the 
houses. As a result of tins jiassiug over of the first- 
born of Israel the whole of that people escaped from the 
bondage of Egypt. 

IJein^ led out of the land of captivity by Moses, they 
were pursued by Pharaoh and his hostj but escaped their 
hands by the opening of a passage through the Red Sea, 
in wliicli the l^lgyptians were overthrown and destroyed. 
In praise to God for this miraculous deliverance Moses 
and Israel sung the Psalm recorded in Exoclns 1 5, 

The authority to consi<ler this narrative a type is clear. 
Peter refers to our Lord as "a lamb without blemish" 
(T Pet. I :ig), and Paul declares, "Christ our Passover is 
sacrificed for us" fl Cor. 57). The typical significance, 
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however, Ims octrasioiicd considcoble dispute. Some liavc 
cinphasiKutl ilic icxt hist quoted as a proof that the sacri- 
lice of Jesus was only olTercd by him on bclialf of "u5," 
the church t his body. If this were true, it would mean 
that no .sacrifice has ever been or ever will be offered for 
llic world of mankhul, because the type of the Passover 
shows no other saciihce tliati that of the lamb to corre- 
spond to a ticparate oflcring for the world. This view 
is also conlra<Mctory to the [)lain declarations of the New 
Testament : "Mchold tlie i-anih of Llod whicli taketh away 
the sin of the world/* (John i :2i)), "'He is the pro- 
pitialion for our sins, and not for ours only, but also for 
the sins of the whole world," (I John 2:2.) "Jesus 
Ciu-ist ... by the grace of God, should taste death 
for every man." (lleb. 2:fj,) In harmony with our 
proposition in a previous para^ra])h, therefore, we are 
o!)U^ed to interpret the type in line with these plain 
statcnicnls, and to say that the Passover Lamb repre- 
sented a sacrifice on behalf or for the benefit of the whole 
natiou of Israel, typical of the whole world. Btit how 
did the whole nation secure such a benefit, since only the 
hrst-born were in dan^^cr that night? Because through 
the passintj over of the tirst-born the entire nation and 
not merely the first-born were released from slavery and 
perniitled to leave Egypt, The deliverance of the nation 
as a whole therefore w^as accomplished by the Passover, 
but the type represents a special class as being in special 
danger and therefore specially marked as objects of 
divine favor. 

This is beautifully fulfilled in the antitype, Jesus Christ 
as the Lamb of God has been provided to take away the 
sin of the world, and we who now rejoice in the favor of 
cleansing from sin and acccjytance with God realize that 
this condition came throiigh acceptance of that sacrifice 
made for the world, of which world w^o were a part. In 
this position of favor we arc the an ti typical first-boni 
(lieb. 12:23)^ because we arc the first class to be recon- 
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cik'd to (k>d Lhrou^ii tlu' tk-alh uf his sun. As ^i result 
nt our rchUicnisIiip \n the in;ittci\ \vc arc ni spi-ciai tliiii^or 
iif I lie Sl'ccjiuI Ducilli* imlcss wc aWhW "uinkr tilt: MikhI'' 
nf spiinkliii.L;, whkU jirtjtiTts us U\hu tlir a\tii^iuii- aiiJLrfL 

"riic saint? hloutl wlucli uvailol lu Llins ]nc>U'Cl us» llic 
firsl-boin class, ])mvidu^l a nuans of escape fnnn the 
hondai^c of sin aitd death Un the whule vvivrUi, and llic 
experiences of all Israel in their deliverance from iC^ypt 
alTord a ctjni()lcic [jicLure uf the worhl's experiences. 
The Red Sea, which at ilrsl presented an apparent uisnr- 
tnouiUabtc obstacle to escajie frnnr Pharaoh, sn^.y^esls llie 
Lonjb, the conditttin <if deatli, which seems tti amstjlitte an 
impassable iiinderaucc lu any deliverance from I'haraoli's 
antitype, Satan, "him that haUi tlie i^uwer of death/' 
I Heb. 2:14,) But as divine providence made a way 
throiifj^h the ?ca, and at the same time, and with the same 
element, overthrew Pharaoh antl Ids host, so tlie Lord 
will make a way through death for all mankind, and 
hrin^ them to comjiletc clclivcraiice hcyoiKl the tonit)» as 
declared by Jesus himself. (John 5:28, 29, Revised Ver- 
sion: "Marvel not at this: ffjr the horn* coiiuHh, in whieli 
all that arc in the tombs shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth; they that have clone f^ood unto the resurrec- 
tion of life: and they that have done ill, unto the resur- 
rection of judgment/') 

The thought is also forcibly expressed by the Lortl in 
Hosea 13:14: '*l will ransom them from the power of 
the j^rave; I will redeem them from <lcath : O death, I 
will be Ihy plagues: O ^ravc, I will be thy destruction: 
repentance shall be hitl from mine eyes/* 

At the same time the pursuer, Satan, ami his evil hosts 
of wicked spirits and the unri|;hteous institutions of this 
present evil world, shall ,[^0 down to utter destruction. 

The passincj of the Rcil Sea is not merely a picture of 
the awakcnint,^ of the world from the tomb; it is a type of 
tlie complete deliverance of the world from the thralldom 
of sin and death during the Millennial Age. So long as 
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sin ixniaiiis in llic worhl as an iiilicrilcd imperfection of 
diaraclur. A^lainic flcalli will rcniain. 11 ic tlostructioii of 
Ailaniic tlcallt will icqiiirc the onlire Millcnniuin Lo uc- 
cianplihli, atul licncc: the sca> i\^ a Lyi>c of the tomb, fil- 
lin.^ly rt'|)ri.'S(.'n(s the CMTuMlinii the wtuki will he iu until 
tlio Alilk'niiial At^c has fmislied lis \\\nk. Jn lianiiony 
with I his Hole Panl\s wnnls in ht\ir. 15:25-28: 

*"h'nr lie innst lei^n till lie hath put all enemies under 
his feeL 11 ic last enemy that shall lje de.stroyccl iS 
(Icalh. I'or he halfi put all thiii^^s tauier his feet. But 
when he snilh, All ihiniis are put muler him, it is niani- 
fesL thai he is exeepletl* vvhieh did ]>nlL all things under 
him. And when all tlnnj^s shall be sLdjdued unto him, 
then shall the Snn also himself be subject unto him that 
f)itt all thiufi^s under him, that Ciod may be all in all.'' 
Ai the euf! uf ihe Millennium all die obedient will have 
l)een deli veered from sin and death, and the disobedient 
will have perished with Satan in everlasting destruction* 
11icn the son^ of deliverance which Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel san^t,^ will have lis antitypical fulfil mcLit 
aud the whole of (lod's fanuly will unite iu everlasting^ 
]>raiso to ilml for l-li,s wonderful work, so gloriously 
iiccomplishetl. 

Viewed from this stand])oint, the Passover and the 
deHveranee from iCp:y])t is a complete tyfjc by itself, and 
is not to be confused with Israel's subsc(|ucnt experiences, 
in conuecdon w^th the instiiution of the Law Covenant. 
11ie latter is ani>thcr distinct type by itself and illustrates 
from another slandptjint the work which Jesus accom- 
|)lislied as the Mediatoj- nf the New Covenant, scaled with 
ins OWH precious blood. 

A FEW WORDS RESPECTING THE SACRIFICES 
01' THE LAW COVENANT. 

Lack of space prcveiits us from stating in full onr 
views as lo the typical significance of the various animals 
used in connection with Uie atoncnicnt-dav sacrifices. 
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liricily dialed, liowcvcr, wc uiicJcisLaiul llic Scriptiircs to 
tciich tlic followiiif( : 

Tlic bullock icprcscnlcd jcsus Clnist. Wc ihinU all 
will agree oil thi.s, and wc will llicrcfuKj nol dwell uii this 
point- 

Tlic red heifer, mentioned in Numbers 19, was a type 
of jcsus Christ, for it is pointed out in ilcb. g:/3-i4 that 
Jesus accomplishes for us that cleansing which was typi- 
cally acconTplishctl hy the red heifer. 

The scape ^^oat was another lecture of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. As slated in Lev. 16:20-22, all the iniquities and 
transgressions of the cliikhen of Israel were confessed 
over the head of the scape f^oat, and put upon it, autl 
the goat was sent olT in the wilderness to carry away 
these sins. *'And the ^oat shall hear upon him all their 
iniquities unto a land not inhabited/* Jesus Christ ac- 
complished the same work for all those typified by the 
children of Israel, that is, ail ilie world. In Isa. 53:6 wc 
reach ''Jehovah hath laid on lUm the inicpiity of us alb" 
In John 1 :29 wc read; "Behokl t!ie lamb of God, which 
hcaretli away fniarf^inl the sin of the wprkl/' In 
I Peter 2:24 we read: ''Who Ilis own self bare our sins 
in I lis own body to the tree" (niargin). 

Some claim ihat.ilie seapc goat represents tlic **great 
Company**' if such were the case, then tlic Great Coni- 
l>any wouk! carry away the sins, not only of the world, 
but also of the IJttk^ Flock, for be it noticed that the 
scaj^e goat bore away the sins of the entire nation of 
Israel, type of the entire world, including the Church. 
Hut we know that Jesus Christ alone "bare our sins in his 
own body to the tree" and not the Great Company, and 
therefore wc know that other view is false, unscriptural 

The Lortl's goat is also a type of our Lord jcsiis 
Christ, for the Lord's Goat was ofTered to make atone- 
ment for tlie nation of Israel, type of the world, and wc 
know that Jesus Christ is **the propitiation of our sins, 
and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole 
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world;" ijolm 2 .2. "He ^avc HIMSELF A RANSOM 
FOR ALL,'* **This lie tUd once for all, when he offered 
up himself/* (Meb. 7:27.) Hcb. 10:14: **He offered 
one sacrifice for si as for ever/' 

Notice also that the Lord*s goat was offered for the 
people, and read the following: 

flcb. 13:11, 12, **Whci-eforc, Jesus also, tliat He 

mi^dit sanctify THE ]^EOPLE, with HIS OWN 

IlLOOD, suffered %vithoiit tlic gate." 

These and many olher scri]3tures clearly teach that 
jesLis Christ alone is typified by the Lord's goat and by 
Uie olhcr sacrifices of the day of atonement, representing 
different aspects of the one sacrifice offered on Calvary.

In other 
words, he is now sj^readij^j:^ tfint which he holds to be 
errcjr, and h saying of those wlu? accejjt the teachings of 
Ihe Dawn^ on these points tiiat they are gohi^ into outer 
darkness, that Ihcy are ''chafT" and are not right at heart! 
In other words, he is teaching, through the Dawns and 
Studies in the Scriptures what he holds to be untrue, and 
then condemns as unwortliy those who believe him!

OWN LITTLE SELF-DENIALS, for the tritth\s

WHOM GOD HATH APPOINTED, JESUS, 
[Note: not [he ''Anointed Christ") would be to fall 
nowhere else than into the hands of the father/' etc.

CONCLUSION. 

Summing up briefly sonic of the main points of the 
foregoing, we believe the Scriptures to teach plainly and 
clearly the following: 

(i) The members of the Churcli arc not under the 
Abrahamic Covenant. 

(2) The New Covenant has been in operation 
throughout the Gospel Age, and will be in operation 
tbroughout the Millennial Age. 
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(3) The uicnibcrs of llic Cluudi arc iiiidcr llic New 
Covenant, and ]csi\s Christ i.s their ^[cdiato1^ 

{4) jcsiis Christ alone is the ransom, the sin-oJTer- 
ing, and tlie Meciiator of the New Covcikuu, The 
Cinirch has no sliarc hi the work of redemption, media- 
tion, propitiation, or in llic satisfaction of justice, nor 
arc they any part of any sin-oiTerin^j^, 

{5} The hiood of tlic New Covenant is tlic hlutKl 
of Jesus alone. The hlood ul the nienil>ers of Uic 
Chnreh is of no vahie as jKrtains tu the sealing uf any 
covenant, or ttj the fori^nveness uf sins, 

(6) The attjjKinent-day sacrilices of the Law Cnve- 
nanl were all ty[>es of Ihe nne sacriliee nf jestis Christ 
on Calvary, for the sins tjf the whulc vvt>rkl. The 
at ojienien 1-day sacrifices; of the Law Covenant do not 
iTi any senile typify any sac ri lice made by the Church. 
The jitoncmcnt-day sacrifices were for the covcrin^^ of 
the suis of n people already in covenant rclatianslii[} 
with God. 

(7) The suflerin^s of the nicndjcrs of the Chnrch, 
*"with Christ/' dminpf ihe (lospcl A^e^c, are not for the 
satisfaction of Justice or die atonement of sin, but are 
for the development of the members of the church and 
to prepare thein for their future work as kin|:;s ami 
priests in the Millennial A|:je. Just as Christ was 
made *' perfect through suffering," so they arc to I>e 
made perfect in the same way. 

(S) In the allegory of Cialatiaus 4, Hafjar typified 
the Lavv' Covenant, and Sarah the New CovenanL 
Keturah does not enter into the allegory, and is not in 
any sense a type, 

{9) Thtise who reject Jesus as their mediator can not 
please the Lord, huL as pointed out in the Watch 
Tower and the l^awns, arc in danger of utter i le- 
st met ion, the second death. 

In conclusion we would urge our readers to consider 
these matters from the standpoint of the Scriptures abiie. 
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withoul rc^i^anl lo fonncr views or the adverse criticism 
nf olljcrs. vvlu) pcrliaps have not ^ivcn the suhjcct a fair 
or extcinkd eunsitlcialion. 

Let iL^ hoid fast \n the Word c^f the Lord that it was 
not the iiKuiihers of \hv church, Imt jesus Christ, tliat 
died for "ihc siii,^ of the whole world"; tiiat it was not 
ihe blood of the clmrch but tlie Ijiood of Jesus that was 
"slicd for many for the rcnnission i>{ sins"; that not the 
nKMnl>ers of tfie eluncli huL jcsns Christ "i^avc liimself 
a ransom foi- all"; that nol fhe nRMnbers c^f ihe church 
hut Jesus (1n-isi rdonc 'differed up hintself, onec for alT" 
for tlir sin^ of the people; and tiiat in the Hook of 
Krvelahnt} ur read of trnly oue "Lanih slain from the 
fonndattou ni ihc vvnriti/" the "land) of (Jod tliat takclh 
away the sins of the worliL" Jesus Christy and that the 
one hundrc<l aiul forty-ftmr thousand mentioned iu Rev. 
7:4 are separate and distinct from the Laiiih, and that 
it was the blood of the Lamb alone that made white the 
robes of the j^rcat multilnde of Rev. 7:9, and that 
'"elcanseth from all sin, ' 

Let us then j^nve all the [iraise, lumor and ^lory to our 
J<edeemer and Mediator. Jesus Christ, and remember 
that, at ihe he>t, we are, In the words 'of the Lord, 
"mii)roraablc servants." and tberefiu'e let us not take 
tmto ourselves any honor or merit that is not clearly and 
distincliy "iven iu us hy the Lord. Let us not in any 
way even seem to detract from the sacrifice of our 
Saviom-, hy sn,!:;,i;estin^[i; thai any aflditit)nal sacrifices of 
any kind were necessary, or were to he ^iven for the 
ledempUon ai the world. Let us rather, with all huniil- 
ily, ever realize our own nothin,i;ness, and that ail we 
have or hope to be rests ciuirely with Jesus, who alone 
is Savioiu-, Mediator, Redeemer, Sin-olTcriji.y^, Ma.ster 
and f-ord ! 
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
